IN the time of stress that is facing the nation, one paramount fact 
must be continuously present to our mind.

[If he fails in willing and total co-operation 
with the rest of the country, or yields to moods of either excessive 
optimism or pessimism, by so much is he falling short of his 
patriotic duty and hampering his fellow-citizens in their gigantic 
task. The Germans were never tired of asserting that they lost 


‘the last war because their home front crumbled, and there is a 


very great deal of truth in the assertion. The first duty of the 
people of this country is to resolve that, come weal or woe, their 
home front, so far as they can achieve it, shall stand solid and 


unshakable. 


There are various ways in which this imperious necessity can be 
realised. In all these matters Jews and non-Jews are equally affected, 
but of course in these columns the subject is discussed particularly 
with respect to Jews. There are, in this grave emergency, affirma- 
tive and negative precepts—do’s and don’ts—which demand instant 


observance. The most important of these—in which, indeed, many 


of the others are implicit — are the duty of cultivating a spirit of 
confidence and consideration for others. — Confidence means ; 
don’t propagate fear and defeatism. Don’t spread idle tittle-tattle 


in the hope that you may look like one of the important persons 


— 


“in the know.” Don’t give way to panic, even in moments of 
danger and adversity. Keep calm. Trust, as you have every 
reason to do, in the righteous strength of Britain engaged in a just 
and noble cause. 

Almost all, if not all, the Jewish inhabitants of this country 
have lived in large urban centres teeming with Jife and excitement. 
Those of them, women and children, the aged and infirm, who 
have gone into rural or semi-rural areas will miss the interests and 
diversions of the big towns. Time will hang wearily on their hands. 
There will be hours of boredom and comparative solitude, because 


of the severance from old friendships. And the reactions will 


perhaps be acutely felt. To all such coreligionists, we venture 
to say: Be patient. Remember that a tremendous war is in 
progress. Don’t grumble at your lot. .Think of the soldiers who 
are standing in the breach o save the free countries from the 
horrors under which whole peoples abroad have been crushed. 
Tedious as your new life of idle waiting may be, the smiling 
countryside is a far, far happier place to be in than the firing line. 

Don’t rebel at the irksomeness of your situation and then proceed 
to hurry home. It is dead against. the national interests. The 
civil and military authorities have insistently proclaimed that fact 
and urged evacuation. Fewer people in the great cities means less 
congestion of traffic. It means clearer streets for our fire service, 
a freer road for ambulances and to the hospitals. It means fewer 
accidents and a swifter handling of emergencies. Not to have 
regard to these truths- is to be guilty of flagrant and unpatriotic 
selfishness. It is to be guilty of the want of that consideration 
for others of which we have repeatedly spoken. In short, if you 
have left your home, then for Heaven’s sake remain where you 
are. It is idle to act on moods, to delude yourself with the 
thoughts that there will be no serious air raids because none has 
occurred until now, that the war will soon be over, and that you 
may as well return home now. All of us hope that these dreams 
may come true. But they are, at the moment, mere wishful 
thinking, without substance or reason. The fact that the Govern- 
ment are preparing for at least a three years’ war is proof that that 
is so. Therefore again we utter the warning: Don’t go home, lest 
you run the risk of converting a dream into a nightmare and 
provide an added burden to the defence systems. ‘Remain where 
you are,;demeaning yourselves quietly and without ostentation of 
manner or dress, in accordance with the tragedy which has come 
to the nation of which you are part. 


If you have difficulty in obtaining kasher food, your scruples 
deserve the warmest sympathy. But the Chief Rabbi and the 
Beth Din have already given the assurance that in such an 
emergency all that is required of you is that you refrain from 
eating forbidden meats and shell-fish. That would still leave a num- 
ber of foods at your disposal. It may well go “ against the grain.” 
But in war it is not only the civil laws that are silent. The old 
saying must apply, at least in some measure, to religious laws too. 
That has been the case in past Jewish history. It is no less so 
to-day: and, once more, it is demanded by the bare minimum of 
consideration for others —for the householders, for instance, in 
whose homes your children may be boarded. It may be that the 
trouble later on may be eased to some extent by transference wo 
Jewish homes. But that is a matter for the future. 

There are many Jews who have not left their homes. We 


would urge them to carry on with their normal occupations to the 
utmost possible extent. This will mean fewer discharges of 


employees and, in some cases, help. in the preservation of the 


export trade which is a vital national interest. When the day’s 
work is done, keep to your homes. Needless walks abroad, or 
driving, only court accidents or interfere with defence . work. 
Even unnecessary travelling by day on the part of those not 
engaged in work or business is undesirable and should be repressed. 
We urge upon all who attend the unfortunately curtailed religious 
services during the coming holy days scrupulously to obey, in the 
letter and the spirit, the instructions published in our last weck’s 
issue. And finally, do not hesitate to contribute towards the 


maintenance of your evacuated children if you can afford it. It 


would be an act of consideration and a gesture of self-respect. 


Attention to all these matters may be irksome to some of you. 
But it is imperatively demanded by your own and the country’s 


interests. Don’t repine. Don't grumble. Think of your Polish — 
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coreligionists in the thick of a merciless struggle, and render thanks 
to God Almighty that your lines have fallen in these free and 
blessed islands. Stand fast, and quit yourselves like men in this 
hour of tribulation, remembering the God above Who neither 
sleeps nor slumbers. “ Into His hands do I commend my spirit, when 
I sleep and when I wake!” 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


POLISH JEWS’ HEROISM 


Tue German rush at Poland, strongly reminiscent of the drive at 
Belgium at the start of the last war, has been met with the utmost 
gallantry, and will remain one of the most stirring, if poignant, chapters 
of the present conflict Whatever the issue of the terrible but unequal 
struggle, n@ one, either now or in the future, will withhold from the 


- Polish people the fullest meed of deep admiration and respect for the 


courage and the fortitude they have displayed and for the hope that 
they have never ceased to cherish even in the face of awful odds. That 
the Jews of Poland. should be courageously doing their share in the 
national defence was, of course, only to be expected. It is part and 
parcel of Jewish tradition. But the vigour and the whole-hearted 
patriotism with which their duty is being discharged has in it an element 
almost of pathos, seeing that they had been marked out for emigration 
before the war, in the misguided hope of easing thereby the economic 
position of the country... What the immediate future may hold out 
for these three million and more unfortunates should the war bring 
them under the heel of Hitlerism, even if only for a time, it is painful 
to reflect. Meanwhile, as they fight, dig, and suffer with their co- 
nationals in this heroic conflict the detractors of Jews in the lands in 
which anti-Semitism still rages or smoulders may well spare a thought 
concerning Polish Jewry’s loyalty, and perhaps ask a question of their 
own consciences. 


ENLIGHTENMENT FROM THE AIR 


One of the shrewdest and best-timed moves that have been made since 
the war began has been the wholesale scattering from the air, over 


Germany, of information leaflets—amounting, by the end of the first - 


week, to eighteen millions in numbers. This step, carried out by war- 
planes, usually detailed for sterner action, shows a true humanity, as 
well.as a grasp of realities, for which one cannot be too grateful alike 
to the Government and the intrepid pilots concerned. For while it 
stresses the vital differentiation between the German masses and the 
predatory desperadoes who have riveted their system upon them, it 
breathes also a spirit of sympathy with the “enemy” people, and 
holds out the hope of: eventual friendship with them. From every 
point of view, this is wisdom to be loudly acclaimed. As Jews, we 


cannot forbear the reflection that our people have for the past two | 


thousand years, in their unending struggle of self-defence, used scarcely 
any other weapon—nor probably have they ever desired so to do—than 
the written word of explanation and remonstrance; and for many cen- 
turies their main shield and buckler has been the Bible. It is, like the 
Government's leaflet war, the appeal to reason, to humanity, and to 
the behests of an all-governing Providence. For this, as well as in our 
capacity as British citizens, we welcome whole-heartedly the Govern- 
ment’s sage and humane action. Leaflets rained from the air may be 
as effective as bombs in ending the present hostilities. 


A BLOW AT NAZISM 


SINCE the opening of the war, no fewer than six thousand Nazi suspects 
are said to have been rounded up in this country. .The figure is a 
large one, but. not larger than informed opinion must have anticipated, 


‘and it testifies to the potential danger which these German residents 


constituted and to which attention was so often urgently called in the 
pages of this paper. At the same time, The Link, the organisation 
which existed for the promotion of Anglo-German friendship, and of 
whose activities much had been written in these columns and a certain 
amount spoken in Parliament, has announced its voluntary dissolution, 
This is a wise and indeed logical and inevitable step. The day will 
come, in due course, when reconciliation with a German people freed 
from. the hateful dominancs cf the beastly thing called Hitlerism will 
be diligently sought, because few confuse the German people with 
its present rulers In the meantime, anti-Jewish meetings are, like 
other gatherings, taboo, and an -opportunity is thus given to the 
country to resist with undivided attention the common enemy. Is it 
too much to hope that when the struggle is happily ended, the recol- 
lection of common loyalty, the common efforts and sacrifices made, as 
well as the demonstration of the dangers to which racial spites and 
hatreds lead, will have emancipated this dear, free land for ever from 
the bitternesses and follies of racialism, and united the whole nation in 
bonds of brotherhood to build a better world for all mankind? 


THE BIBLE IN THE WAR 


THE reopening of places of entertainment in the less threatened areas 
is, of course, designed to relieve the nervous tension that exists at the 
moment, and one can only hope that the move will be wisely conducted 
and belie the apprehension felt in some quarters. But there are many 
bas, particularly in London, where such a step is unthinkable, because 


the danger of mishap is greater. But this does not mean that in such 
districts there must be a complete black-out of all distractions and 
amusements. There is one solace at least that is, or should be, within 
the reach of us all—the solace of reading more, of contact with the 
finest minds, and of guidance from the greatest and highest thinkers. 
Is it not possible to encourage and stimulate this form of recreation, 
with its fortification of the spirit through increased culture? Surely an 
opportunity now presents itself to cultural bodies to foster a wider 


_ reading which, in the case of Jews, might well extend to the reading of 


Jewish as well as general literature. Above all, the Bible, still almost 
a closed book to many of all creeds, might well be opened wide again 
in this time of mental anguish. In its wondrous pages will be found 
thoughts for every mood and every emergency. There we will gain 
comfort in anxiety, fortitude in loss, reassurance as to the high cause 
for which we are battling. It would be a sensible and merciful thing 
if a copy of the Bible—our inspiration in days of trouble, and the char- 
ter of human rights—were placed in every air raid shelter.

Parliament 
LANDING OF REFUGEES IN PALESTINE 


COMMANDER OLIver Locker-LAMPpSON (Con., Handsworth) asked 
the Colonia! Secretary whether his attention had been drawn to the 
fact that a British vessel had recently fired upon a boat or ship 
containing refugees when trying to land in Palestine; and would he 


now allow refugees to land, in view of the fact that the younger ones — 


were willing to-enrol either in His Majesty's or the Palestinian forces. 

Mr. Malcolm MacDonald: Yes, sir. The ship in question attempted 
deliberately to ram and sink a Government patrol launch, which was 
therefore obliged to fire on the ship in self-defence. To authorise 
the indiscriminate landing of refugees in Palestine would worsen 
rather than improve the security position there, which is at present 
satisfactory, and for that reason, in addition to others, the answer to 
the latter part of the question is in the negative. 

Mr. Tom WILLIAMS (Lab., Don Valley): May I ask whether any 
of these floating human cargoes, which will now be considerably 
minimised, on the high seas at the moment will be permitted to land? 

Mr. MacDonald: I think the House appteciates that the situation 
between the Arab and Jewish population in Palestine is very delicate 
and requires careful handling. 

Colonel Wedgwood: May I ask whether we cannot now stop trying 
to please Hitler? 


REFUGEES AND THE BRITISH ARMY 


Colonel Wedgwood asked the Secretary of State for War what. 


steps he was taking to follow the French example of enlisting refugees 
in the Army; and whether any steps of a similar nature are being 
taken in the Colonies, Dominions, and Protectorates. 

Mr. Hore-BevisHa: In Great Britain we have at present all the 


men we need, except in the case of certain classes of tradesmen, for 


whom an appeal has been made. If other men volunteer, who are 
not due to be called up in the ordinary course, they will be registered, 
and this will apply to refugees, who may then be called for in limited 
numbers, if their credentials are satisfactory, as and when required. 
I regret that I have no information with regard to the last part of 


the question. 
| CLASSIFICATION OF THE STATELESS 


Colonel Wedgwood asked the Home Secretary whether, in the — 


arrangements made for alien refugees now in England, the Stateless 
Jews would rank as Czechs or Germans. 

Sin JOHN ANDERSON: Refugees from Germany and Austria who 
were nationals of those countries are registered as either Germans 
or Austrians, and must therefore be so classified for the purpose of 


the review of all-German and Austrian cases, notwithstanding that. 


they may have been deprived of German nationality by some German 
law. Similarly, if there are any nationals of the former Republic 
of Czecho-Slovakia who have by German law been deprived of their 
nationality, they will nevertheless be classified here as Czecho- 
Slovakians. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
Emergency Resolution 
HON. OFFICERS WITHDRAW RESIGNATION 


A special emergency meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue 
was held on [Thursday of last week at the temporary headquarters, 
Edgware District Synagogue Hall, Mowbray Road, Edgware, when 
special emergency powers were granted to the Hon. Officers, whose 
withdrawal of their recent resignations had been announced by letter. 


The President, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E.. moved the following 
resolution : 


That, in view of the present state of emergency, the Council hereby resolves 
that, until otherwise determined by the Council or until one month after His 
Majesty the King shall have declared that the present state of emergency no 
longer exists, whichever shall be the carlier, the Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue, acting by a majority of those of them able to be present at a meeting, 
be and are hereby appointed to exercise in their absolute discretion on its behalf 
and on behalf of its Committees all powers and discretions at present residing 
in or conferred upon it and/or its Committees by the United Synagogues Act 
and Scheme (33 and 34 Vict. Cap 116) and by the Byelaws, Standing Orders, 
and other Regulations of the United Synagogue, save that they shall not be 
empowered to revoke Standing Order No. 4 as follows: 

Upon the receipt of a requisition, signed by not less than twenty members 
of the Council, and stating the business proposed to be submitted, the President, 
or, in his absence, one of the Vice-Presidents, or in their absence, one of the 
Treasurers, shall, within ten days, cause a meeting of the Council to be con- 
vened, and the notice convening such meeting shall contain the names of the 
requisitionists, with the nature of the business for which they desire the meeting 
to be held. Should, however, any such meeting not be convoked by any of 
the aforesaid Hon. Officers, it shall be in the power of any twenty members of 
the Council to direct the Secretary, by notification in writing, signed by them, 
to summon such miceting. 


Mr. de Rothschild explained the purpose of this very serious measure, 
a measure which he thought no democratic body would care to adopt in 
ordinary circumstances. But the circumstances were not ordinary. They 
asked for full powers, although these were tempered by the safeguarding 
clause. He did not think it would be in the interests of the United Syna- 
gogue that all the representatives of the various Synagogues should be 
congregated together during what might be an air raid, but he had the 
authority of the Hon. Officers to say that if there be any good reason for 
which they desired the Council to meet they would unhesitatingly call it 
together. 

Mr. Michael Schiff, in seconding the resolution, said that they had 
complete confidence in the Hon. Officers, and he was sure that the with- 
drawal of their resignation and the submission of the resolution before 
them was the way in which they could best serve not only the United 
Synagogue but the Community as a whole. 


Maintaining a Great Institution 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen said that nothing but the extraordinarily difficult 
situation facing them would have induced the President to move, and their 
Hon. Officers to acquiesce in, the resolution before them. The United 
Synagogue was one of the great institutions of Anglo-Jewry, and there was 
no one who would not make any sacrifice necessary to try to maintain it 
for future generations with at least the strength and efficiency that it had 
been able to build up in its seventy-five years’ history. Therefore, with 
heavy hearts but with great appreciation of the confidence the Council 
showed in them, they were ready to accept the great responsibility which 
the resolution threw upon them. 

Mr. Hyman Lewis suggested that the letter which they had received 
notifying them that the Hon. Officers had withdrawn their resignation 
should be recorded in the minutes. 

Mr: de Rothschild said they would record in the minutes the fact that 
that meeting expressed its entire confidence in the Hon. Officers, thanked 
them for withdrawing their resignation, and hoped that in the future they 
would continue to serve, just as the Council would continue to serve, to the 
best of every individual's ability. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The letter stating that the Hon. Officers had withdrawn their resignation read: 

«fa view of the present emergency, which must override every other considera- 
tion, the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue have decided that they must 
withdraw their resignations, as the interests of the United Synagogue and the 
Community clearly demand that under existing conditions there shall be no 
avoidable disruption in the continuity of administration. Accordingly, the 
Executive Committee meeting previously notified to be held on Monday, 
September 11, will not take place.”’] 


CURTAILMENT OF HOLY-DAY SERVICES 
Important Decision by Beth Din 


The Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din, after consultation with the 
authorities, have, as announced last week, issued the following instruc- 
tions concerning the holding of services on the forthcoming Holy-days:

There will be no service in the Synagogue on the Eve of the Day 
of Atonement {Kol Nidré). 

On the mornings of New Year, the service should begin at 8.30 and 
must conclude not later than 10.30. This can be done, including a 
sermon of a quarter of an hour’s length, by omitting all Piyutim and 
replacing Chazanut by plain chanting. Strict instructions should be 
issued accordingly, and Ministers and Readers should conscientiously 
obey such instructions. 

On the Day of Atonement, services will be held as follows: 11.30 to 1, 
Reading of the Law, Sermon, and Musaph; 5.15 to 6.30, Sermon and 
Neilah. The Shofar is not to be sounded at the end of Neilah, as the 
Fast does not end tiil 7.37 p.m. (in London). 

In case of air raids during a service, the Minister is to advise those 
living within a few minutes’ walk to return to their homes, and 
announce to the others the locality of the nearest air raid shelters. A 
large notice board stating the localities of such shelters should, if at 
all possible, be placed at the entrance of each place of worship. 

For obvious reasons, old men, women, and children should say 
their prayers at home on the High Festivals.

The Rothschilds and Buckinghamshire 


A correspondent writes: _ 

The removal of several of the departments of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
to riigh Wycombe, where the paper is now printed, recalls some interesting 
Jewish associations with the town and with Buckinghamshire, in which 

Benjamin Disraeli, the first Lord Beaconsfield, unsuccessfully. 
Wycombe as the Radical Parliamentary candidate twice in 1832. In the 
reading-room of the public library near the Bucks Free Press there are 
several cartoons of a number of worthies associated with Wycombe, and 
among them are two of Disraeli. They were printed in VANITY Fair 
on June 30, 1869, and July 2, 1878, respectively. Under the first there is 
the following caption: “ He educated the Tories and dished the Whigs to 
pass Reform, but to have become what he is from what he was is the greatest 
Reform of all.” In the museum attached to the same libtary there is a 
bust of Disraeli modelled from life by John Adams-Acton. 

Facing the Bucks FREE Press in High'Street can be seen the foundation- 
stone of the local Conservative Club. On it is recorded the fact that the 
Rt. Hon. Arthur James Balfour, M.P. (the First Lord of the Treasury 
and afterwards to become the author of the famous Balfour Declaration), 
laid this foundation-stone at High Wycombe on December 10, 1897. The 
names of Viscount Curzon and Major Coningsby Disraeli are also given 
on this stone: 

Viscount Curzon, afterwards the first Marquess of Kedleston, it should 


be recalled, married, on March 22, 1895, Mary Victoria, daughter of Levi 


Zeigler Leiter, of Washington, U.S.A. One of their daughters (now deceased) 
married Sir Oswald Mosley. 

As far as Buckinghamshire is concerned, there at once comes to mind 
the long association which the Rothschild family has had with the county. 
The first Lord Rothschild (Nathan Mayer) represented Aylesbury in 
Parliament from 1865 to 1885. The second Lord Rothschild (Lionel

MRS. BETSY BENDER (Liverpool) 


: A Worker for Charity and for Zionism 


The death of Mrs. Betsy Bender, at the age of over eighty, occurred 
in Liverpool last week. Her whole life wa’ devoted to charitable 
work among the Jewish poor of that city. 

The head of a family of pioneer Zionists, Mrs. Bender, it is interesting 
to recall, was a member of the party of Jews from England who at the 
end of last century formed a colony in Cyprus, farming and fruit-growing.

EVACUATION 


More Addresses of Organisations Transferred 
to Provinces 


Though the evacuation of children is now complete the removal of 
organisations from the danger zone to places of comparative safety 
continues. Below we give particulars of such organisations as have 
moved, together with their new addresses. 


The Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland have moved to 
Woodside, Hinksey Hill, Oxford (phone: Oxford 85396). Part of. the 
Jewish National Fund staff has moved to the same address at Oxford, and 
activities will also be conducted from 2a, Blenheim Gardens, London, 
N.W.2 (phone: Gladstone 4703). The World Zionist Organisation is still 
at 75, Great Russell Street, W.C.1 (Museum 1816-7). 

The activities of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, the Talmud Torah Trust, and (so far as London 
is concerned) the Central Committee for Jewish Education, have been 
merged into the Joint Emergency Committee for the Religious Education 
of Jewish Children from London, the temporary address of which is the 
Hendon Synagogue, Raleigh Close, Wykeham Road, N.W.4. 


BIRMINGHAM 


It is satisfactory to know (writes our correspondent) that quite 75 per 
cent. of the parents of the children of the Hebrew Schools have taken 
advantage of the Government scheme of evacuation, and that the children 
are now comfortably settled in their new homes in North Leicestershire. 
The Headmaster, Mr. L. J. Libgott, and his staff are in charge. There can be 
no doubt that the conduct of the children in the reception area, will prove 
a Valuable aid in dispelling anti-Semitism, for this is the first experience of 
the local inhabitants of meeting Jews. 


BLACKPOOL 


The Community had a period of feverish activity (writes our Corres- 
pondent) when it was found that among thousands of evacuees brought here 
were many coreligionists, mcluding about 100 boys, some girls, and thirty 
expectant mothers. It was desirable that all should be billeted in Jewish 
houses. Mr. S. J. Myers, President of the United Hebrew Congregation, 
with other willing helpers, took the matter in hand, later entrusting it to 
Mr. H. Barnett-Serabski, who (being a special constable and a billeting 
officer) was peculiarly well able to take control, and is now billeting officer 
to the entire local Jewish Community. Much help was rendered by Mr. 
H. Lob, a master of Manchester Grammar School, who came over with 
boys from this school. Mr. Barnett-Serabski reports that the local Jewish 
Congregation is “ pulling its weight” in fine style: he also pays tribute to 
the consideration, kindness, and helpfulness of officials at the Health 
Centre, Whitegate Drive, where the expectant mothers were dealt with.

GLASGOW 


The position that has arisen as a result of the evacuation of school- 
children, was discussed at an emergency meeting of the Council of the 
Talmud Torah last week (writes our correspondent). Mr. H. J. Coutts 
presided. The headmaster, Dr. M. Friedlander, and the education convener, 
Mr. B. Glasser. submitied a memorandum dealing with. the provision of 
education facilities for the children who remained in Glasgow. and the 
provision of facilities for those children who have been evacuated and *“7e 
now situated in various areas all over Scotland. A special emergency 
Committee was appointed to deal with the organisation of religious services 
during the Holy-days. 


MANCHESTER 


According to estimates received from the Education Authorities. there 
are about 2.440 Jewish school-children from Manchester and Salford now 
residing in reception areas in Lancashire and Derbyshire (writes our corre- 
spondent). The details were given by the Rev. Dr. I. W.. Slotki to the 
Evacuation Committee of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews ata 
meeting held last week at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hili Road. The 
meeting decided that visits should be paid without delay to the reception 
areas, s) that, wherever possible, arrangements might be made for services 
to be held on the High Festivals. Inquiries would also be made in each 
district about the possibility of organising Hebrew education and providing 
Kasher meat meals for the children two or three times a week. 

It was arranged that Dr: Slotki, Rabbi K. Rosen, the Rev. Bernard Casper, 
and the Rev. J. Vilenski should visit the various reception areas. 


The Executive of the Home for Aged Jews, Cheetham Hill Road, an- 
nounced last week that they had decided to evacuate thirty of their bed 
cases to a new branch of the Home which is being opened on the 
Lancashire coast. It has also been arranged (writes our correspondent) that 
iwenty “ walking” cases shall for the time being board with relatives in 
Manchester and come to the Home for their meals. Conveyance of the 
aged inmates by car to the coast is being arranged by the group of young 
volunteers in the “ Triers,” the auxthary society which has rendered yeoman 
service in a similar direction to the Manchester Jewish Hospital. A message 
from the Communal Rabbi was handed to hundreds of Jewish school 
children before they were evacuated. 


RELIGIOUS OBSERVANCE IN WAR-TIME 


"Chief Rabbi’s Recommendations 


Further to his broadcast message last week to Jewish children and 
parents in the reception areas, the Chief Rabbi has issued a second 
message explaining that the expression “ forbidden meats” used in the first 
message includes any meats, even from a clean animal, that have not 
been slaughtered, prepared, or cooked according to Jewish rites. He 
points out that it is entirely false to regard his first message as a dispensa- 
tion in regard to Trefa meat for the duration of the war. 

The Chief Rabbi also requests Ministers to sound the Shofar in a 
subdued manner, in view of fears that have been expressed that the 
sounding of the Shofar might cause alarm in the neighbourhood,

A FAMOUS WOMAN LAWYER 


Interesting Visitor from the United States 
MISS FANNY HOLTZMANN 


Not all Americans have returned since the outbreak of war, and 
one of them who intends to stay in London for the time being is a 
leading lawyer of the United States, who is famous, too, as an inter- 
national lawyer; but of especial interest to readers of this paper is the 
fact that this lawyer is a Jewess. ; 

Miss Fanny Holtzmann is perhaps known best to the British public 
because, as counsel to Princess Youssoupoff, niece of the late Tsar of 
Russia, she conducted a suit in connection with the Rasputin film and 
received the largest verdict awarded. in a libel 
case in Engla But long before this case, 
she had achieved an international reputation 
for her work as a specialist in copyright and 
contract cases, acting for many of the leading 
figures of the literary and cinema worlds. 

Miss Holtzmann comes. of a family several 
of whom have made their names in the 

rofessions and as communal workers. Her 
ather is Mr. Henry Holtzmann, who was an 
active Zionist even before the First Congress. 
He was the first President (1898-1904) of the 
Chovevi Zion, Brooklyn. 

in an interview (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE 
representative), Miss Holtzmann discussed the 
refugee problem, in which she has been con- 
cerning herself not only in America but in 
London and other cities. Speaking of the 
employment of ‘refugees as domestic helps, 
she pleaded that more patience be used in 
training the girls in their duties; that the 


girls’ former status be remembered a little oftener; and that people should 


try occasionally to imagine themsélves in the shoes of the refugees. She 
asked: “Ts it necessary to segregate them as much as in cases I have 
known? In one instance, a girl trying to listen to the master of the house 
reciting Kiddush on Friday evening actually had the door shut upon her! 

“ Many give money—yes,” she said, “but money is not enough. 
Humanity is needed.” Miss Holtzmann told me of the custom among a large 
number of New York Jewish families of throwing open their homes one 
evening each week to refugee boys and girls, who mingled in this way with 
American-Jewish youth. The idea had proved very successful, and she 
hoped similar hospitality was being, or, if not. would be, extended in this 
country. She herself while in London has made her studio flat in Knights- 
bridge each Wednesday evening a salon where refugee girls have met 
distinguished literary and artistic visitors. 


Work for the Refugees : 


Miss Holtzmann has played a considerable part in the progress of the 
international movement for resettling refugees. In New York last December, 
she was one of a group that included Colonel Theodore Roosevelt and 
Messrs. Louis Bromfield, Bruce Barton, Linton Wells, and E. J Mally, which 
founded the Association for the Resettlement of Oppressed People. 

| wish those individuals in the Community who try to outdo each other in 
ostentatious display could hear Fanny Holizmann denouncing them. True, 
denunciation from these pages and from the pulpit has been poured on 
them in the past, only to flow from many as does water from.a duck’s 
back. But if they heard Miss Holtzmann retelling the impression which they 
created in the minds of non-Jews, including some highly-placed and 
influential people, with whom she has spoken, and if they heard her speak 
of the harm which their behaviour does to the great mass of their co- 
religionists, I believe they might be impelled to make a litthe move towards 
the ideals of modesty and simplicity. “A thousand shiploads of penniless 
Polish Jews,’ she put it, “ could not stir up the antagonism that a handful 
of cocktailing, casino Jews would.” 

An account of my talk with Miss Holtzmann would be incomplete if it 
did not accentuate her deep Jewish spirit, examples of which cropped 
up again and again. I found one of these particularly anpealing--the 
description of her excursion to the East End one Pesach ‘© <eck the table 
of some humble home at which to sit for the Seder ceremony).

Other 
London medical students will go to Glasgow, Aberdeen, Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, and Bristol.

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MUNICIPAL LAWS BASED ON TORAH 


Newest City Uses Oldest Laws 
By ANITA ENGLE 


Even the most devout churchgoer would be somewhat startled 
shouid his municipality take literaliy the injunction that on the seventh 
day there should be rest, and completely stop all motor services for 
twenty-four hours. In Tel-Aviv, however, this situation ts accepted as 
a matter of course by its citizens, religious and non-religious alike. _ 

For Tel-Aviv is unique in deriving municipal laws from the oldest 
book of laws, the Torah. The injunction to rest on the seventh day 
is taken to apply not only to those who feel inclined to keep it but, 
whether they are inclined or not, to every bus driver and his bus, 
and to every business enterprise in the city. This includes the telegraph 
companies and their messenger boys, and the receipt or dispatch of a 
telegram is impossible between sundown on Friday and sundown on 
Saturday. 

Cafés do not come into this category, but as a matter of private 
belief, three-quarters of the cafés and confectionery shops are also 
closed on the Sabbath. The law, as it is laid down in the Torah, is as 
faithfully carried out by Tel-Aviv’s merchants in 1939 C.E. as it was 
by merchants in the cities of Judea in the year 1939 B.C.E. 

Heralding the Sabbath to Tel-Aviv are “ Guardians of the Sabbath ” 
—bearded old men who troop through the streets of Tel-Aviv, just at 


sundown, blowing horns to indicate that the Sabbath has arrived, and 


all business and all but foot traffic must cease. 

Tramping through the streets is not easy for old feet, and as time 
went on the problem became more acute for one of the oldest of the 
“Guardians of the Sabbath.” However, a brain nurtured on the 
Talmud is never stumped for long, and one Sabbath the old man 
appeared in the streets of Tel-Aviv blowing in the Sabbath while 
comfortably seated in a horse-drawn carriage! To all startled inquiries, 
he pointed out that it was not Sabbath on any street until he had 
heralded it in with his horn. Therefore the Sabbath was always behind 
him, and it was quite proper, and certainly more comfortable, for him 
to: herald it in from the seat of a carriage. , 

There are about 160 Synagogues in Tel-Aviv, one every few streets. 
The Great Synagogue covers a big frontage in Allenby Road and is a 
remarkable combination of the accepted Eastern tradition and modern 
invention. In glittering modernity on the top of the building stand 
the flaming neon letters five feet high: “ Remember the Sabbath to 
keep it Holy.” These letters are in Hebrew, of course. On Purim, the 
Megillah, the traditional recitation of the story of Esther and the 
history of the Festival, is broadcast over the streets from.a loud- 
speaker on the roof of the building. — 

Purim in Tel-Aviv is unforgettable. Every holiday is well and 
truly observed by Tel-Avivians, but Purim is a tremendous celebration. 
That holiday has been chosen by this laughter-loving city as its own 
festival, and people from all over Palestine, and even from abroad, 
flock there to join in the celebrations. On the nights before and 
during Purim, Allenby Road is packed with thousands of merry- 
makers, singing and dancing on the pavements and the roadway, in 
front of buses and cars. Motor traffic has sometimes to stop because 
it is impossible to drive through the milling throng, but so infectious 
is the mood that, contrary to the usual reaction to such delays, even 
the more sedate individuals going to parties by car jump out and join 
arms with the twisting circles of Hora dancers in the street. When 
the crowds give way for a moment, they re-enter the cars and buses 
and go on as if that were the normal procedure of travelling. 

By day, the streets are given over to children’s festivals, brown- 
faced youngsters swarming the’streets, gay in crépe paper and imagina- 
tion, or being wheeled about in their carriages, each with a top hat of 
cardboard clapped rakishly on a bald infant brow. Officially Purim 
is for two days, but Tel-Aviv gives itself Gp to partying for one 
enthusiastic week, leaving one at the end of that time completely 
exhausted, but well versed in the intricate art of dancing the Hora. 

Passover in Tel-Aviv has an urgency and a solemnity about it which 
shows how integral a part of the Jewish life is its religion. Along 


every ‘street, during the three-hour Seder which begins the holidays, — 


comes the solemn chanting through the open windows, until all the 
city is like one big Seder, and the very sea breeze that sweeps through 
the streets seems to bring with it the echo of Hebrew cadences.

A stroll through the 
district showed me that among them were the Machzike Hadass 
Synagogue and the Philpot Street Sphardish. 


CARRYING GAS MASKS ON SABBATH 


In the notice circulated by the Board of Deputies, in conjunction 
with the Chief Rabbi, to all Ministers and Wardens of Synagogues in 
this country, in connection with air-raid warnings during religious 
services, no mention is made of gas masks. The Government has, 
of course, advised every person to carry his or her gas mask when- 
ever leaving the house. Does the carrying of the mask to the Syna- 
gogue on Sabbath or Holy-days in these unusual circumstances, a 
correspondent asks, clash with Jewish law? ° 


SURGEON OF THE ATHENIA 


A Glasgow man, Dr. Albert Sharman, was the ship’s surgeon on 
board the liner Athenia, which was torpedoed by the Germans last 
week. Dr. Sharman is a well-known gynecologist, and is one of the 
surgeons of the Royal Samaritan Hospital for Women Each year 
he has made a holiday trip‘in one of the Donaldson-Atlantic liners, 
at the same time relieving the permanent ship's surgeon, who has gone 
on leave. Dr. Sharman was among the rescuedé and is now home 
again,

EVACUEES AND RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


The problem of religious instruction for the Jewish children who 
have been evacuated under the Government scheme has been exer- 
cising the minds of the Jewish ecclesiastical authorities. One Minister, 
the Rev. Wolf Morein, of North London, has his own way of solving 
the question. He is sending a circular to all parents of children of 
his Hebrew and Religion Classes and enclosing a postcard, on which 
the parents are asked to write the address of their chlid. He then 
intends to write personally to each child and to sénd a leaflet giving 
the dates and times of the Holy-days and simple laws and regulations 
relating to them. He hopes in this way to keep in constant touch 
with every child of his Congregation who may be in non-Jewish 
surroundings.

POSTS FOUND FOR EX-STUDENTS 
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THE ECONOMIC WEAKNESS OF 
THE GERMAN WAR MACHINE 


By BERNARD REICHENBACH 


The criminal war which Hitler Germany has launched is doomed 
to lead to catastrophe for the criminals of the Nazi regime themselves 
and for the unfortunate people they rule. In giving the following 
points of the weakness of the German position I shall limit myself to 
economic considerations and not take into account psychological 
factors. | 

The main weaknesses of the German economy are; Supply of food- 
stuffs and raw materials; lack of gold and foreign currency; lack of 
labour reserves; and the condition of Germany's industrial apparatus. 


Foodstuffs and Raw Materials 


According to German statistics the Reich is capable of supplying 
about 80 per cent. of her requirements of foodstuffs from within the 
country, 20 per cent. has to be imported. However, she has to import 
about half of the most important food requirements, namely fats and 
oils. The situation is much more unfavourable regarding animal 
fodder, as not less than 80 per cent. of this has to be imported. 

The annexation of Austria and Sudetenland has provided a further 
difficulty, as both countries require large imports. This is only partly 
compensated by the agricultural capacity of the “ Protectorate.” In 
war these considerations will become more and more serious. The 
civil population will have to restrict its consumption to the minimum— 
even so far as to endanger the health of the whole nation—so that 
the army may be fed sufficiently. 7 

Much more critical is the position regarding the supply of raw 
materials. Germany has to import two-thirds of her consumption of 
iron ore, or about 30 million tons (in peace time). She could only 
produce about eight million tons last year, much of which coritained 
very low .grade ore, containing only 6—8 per cent. iron. Out of the 
imports of 20 million tons, eight mulion came from France. Moreover, 
Germany is obliged to import also two-thirds of her normal mineral 
oil consumption in peace time.’ In war, as is well known, the demand 
for oil is increased to about 700 per cent. of the peace-time quantity. 
So far as rubber is concerned she can only produce about a quarter 
of her needs by the manufacture of the artificial rubber “ Buna.” - In 
textile. fibres she has to import two-thirds of her demand. The 
condition is similar regarding the non-ferrous metals, with the excep- 
tion of aluminium. In consequence of the lack of labour to which k 
will refer later, even the output of coal has declined, although coal 
and potash are the only raw materials of which Germany is com- 
pletely independent of imports. 

‘Here: I must answer an argument which is often heard: Has not 


Germany built up during the last years enormous stocks of raw. 


materials which will enable her to carry on the war at least for a 
year? This argument, however, is not correct. Great as her imports 
may have been, it is impossible that she has been able to store suffi- 
cient reserves for more fhan a few months. It is well Known that 
the industrial production in Germany in recent years has increased 
considerably, and to-day is about 30 per cent. above the level of 1929. 
That these figures of production are correct is reflected by the shortage 
of labour, although the number of people employed is 2.5 million 
higher than in 1929. Therefore the following conclusion emerges: 

As Germeny’s industrial production surpasses all previous records 
to such an extent, the raw materials at its disposal must have been 
almost used up. 


Gold and Foreign Exchange 


It is superfluous to say much on this point. It is no doubt true that 
the German reserves are greater than the Reichsbank returns state 
when they give the constant figure of 70 million marks. The reserves 
may be estimated at about 5—6 million marks more at the most. How- 
ever, even if the reserves amount to twice that sum it would not alter 
matters so much—as can be realised if one compares the position with 
that at the outbreak of the war in 1914. 

Then the Reichsbank held 1,710 million marks’ worth of precious 
metals, igcluding 1,370 million marks of gold. Further, there were 
about 2,000 miltion marks’ worth of gold in currency. In addition 
to this gold réserve of 3.500 million marks, there were considerable 
sums of foreign currency, and at any rate during the first year of the 
war a considerable credit abroad. i 

Thus it was possible to place 1,000 million marks of German war 
loan in Switzerland in 1915. 

It is clear that to-day Germany will have to pay cash for any 
commodities purchased abroad and has no credit abroad. 


Labour and Plant 


The shortage of labour experienced in Germany for the past year 
Or SO is Well known, and has been frequently mentioned in the German 
press. Not only has the output of coal declined for this reason, but 
also the manufacturing industries have been compelled to neglect 
important orders because the labour necessary to execute them has 
not been available.- This difficulty will, of course, be increased now 
that millions of men are called to the army. The Western Powers, on 
the other hand, have both the financial resources to increase their 
imports and the necessary means of transport at their disposal. 

. The adaptation of German economy to the needs of war, the 
immense demand for money by the State, which it has tried to obtain 
by taxes, debts, and inflationary measures, in addition to the ban on 
investments in private industry which has been in force for a few 


years—all this has resulted in the very serious deterioration of the 


industrial apparatus. To a large extent even the essential replacements 
to meet ordinary wear and tear have been neglected. This is most 
noticeable in the Germany railways. The German technical press has 
reported very often and even quite recently on the necessity for repairs 
and renewals in the German railways and has pointed out that neglect 


of these repairs and replacements has led to a number of accidents 
and to a drastic curtailing of schedules. . 

The great initial success of Germany in 1914, which was mainly due 
to the excellent organisation and first-class condition of the German 
railways, stresses the importance of the railways for Germany in war, 
and even the rise of motor transport cannot supplant them. During the 
last years of the Great War, the German industrial machinery and the 
railways incre:wingly deteriorated just as the lack of foodstuffs became 
more and more pressing. These were among the decisive factors 
which defeated Germany. But now Germany has started the war in 
an economic condition which corresponds to that of 1917. 


Russia 

What does the Non-Aggression Pact between Russia and Germany 
mean for Germany's economic position? — First, Russia will supply 
against payment in cash only or in exchange for machinery, which in 
war-time will be a difficult form of payment for Germany. Moreover, 
there are the difficulties of communications. The Russian mineral 
deposits are too far distant and transport to Germany will be techni- 
cally impossible, as the Mediterranean is closed and pipelines to the 
Baltic ports do not exist. 

Even if Germany were in a position to pay, it is doubtful whether 
Russia would deplete herself of war materials such as are needed for 
the manufacture of aeroplanes, tanks, guns, etc., in view of possible 
developments and of the political situation in the Far East.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


God’s Judgment and Man’s Duty 


“ The Lord trieth the righteous; but the wicked, and him that loveth 
violence, His soul hateth.”—Ps. ix, 5. 


It is the answer which the Psalmist gives to his friends who tend to 
frighten him and offer him counsel of despair. He knows that the 
wicked are ready to attack him, that they lie in wait for him, with 
their bows bent and their arrows ready upon the string, to shoot 
him in the darkness of the night. To appeal to their sense of justice 
or fairness would serve no purpose, for they have destroyed the founda- 
tions of justice and of righteousness and have spread terror everywhere. 
In such conditions, it is asked, what purpose can the Psalmist achieve 
by his prayer and supplication, by his appeal to God, by reference to 
His Law, or even by a cry for mercy. In a world where so much 
wickedness prevails, and violence rules supreme, an appeal to Heaven 
would seem meamingless and as offering no escape from danger or 


from death. But standing before God in the Temple, the Psalmist 


knows no fear, and his faith asserts itself with overwhelming force. 
He feels that God is near him in. the Temple; he believes that the 
throne of God, which is in Heaven, is above the seats of the mighty; 
that His eyes see all the children of men and examine their thoughts 
and deeds; that He does distinguish between the righteous and the 
wicked; that His soul hates those who love and practise violence, and 
that the just and upright will ultimately triumph over the unjust and 
the wicked. 

Is not this the conviction that animates to-day all the sons anc 

daughters of Israel, who are ready to offer up prayer and supplication 
to God that He may save the world from destruction; that He 
may grant victory to the cause of justice and righteousness? To-day 
we proclaim our conviction that God in Heaven judges all who dwell 
on ‘earth; that He sees all that men do, all that nations try to accom- 
plish, all that is done to the weak and the helpless by the strong and the 
arrogant; that He looks into the hearts of rulers and examines their 
plans and their campaigns, their ambitions and aspirations; that He 
is ready to frustrate unrighteous schemes, and to undo the effects of 
arrogance and aggression. We express this conviction in almost all 
the prayers that we offer up on the New Year days and the Day of 
Atonement. How, then, could we be afraid or despondent in view 
of all that is happening in the world to-day? What a sustaining 
experience it is to live through a Rosh Hashana Festival, and to be 
imbued with its message, in a time like this—when the challenge of 
the arrogant, the godless, the tyrannical oppressor has at last been 
taken up by at least two great freedom-loving nations, and when the 
cause of Israel is being vindicated by the revelation of the striking 
fact—so often concealed or ignored—that the forces arrayed against 
the Jew are the forces of evil which threaten humanity as a whole. 
May not the Jews of Poland, amid the awful sufferings they are 
undergoing, in common with their Polish fellow-citizens, find consola- 
tion in the knowledge that they are helping to resist the most fearful 
force of evil that has ever assailed a nation and which even the Jewish 
people has ever been called upon to fight against? And may not the 
Jewish citizens of Great Britain feel grateful that they are now able 
to fulfil a threefold.duty in helping to fight the enemy of this country, 
who has long since proclaimed himself to be the inveterate hater 
of the Jewish race and is also the sworn enemy of freedom, equity, and 
human equality? 
_ The God of Israel hates violence and injustice, and He is acclaimed 
by us in this solemn season as the true Judge, to whose verdict all 
human beings have to submit, and whose scrutiny and final judgment 
no one can escape. Life and death depend on that judgment. Indi- 
vidual life, communal life, national life—it is all subject to the Divine 
verdict that corresponds to God's love of justice. We may, therefore, 
be sure that He who hates violence and frustrates the intentions of 
the wicked will make His will known and His decree effective in -the 
coming days. , 

The “removal of the dominion of arrogance from the earth,” for 
which we pray to-day, will be nearer realisation when the great struggle 
in which this country is now engaged will have ended with the victory 
of the Western democracies. When arrogance and oppression are 
removed, Israel's suffering also will have largely come to an end, and 
a new era will dawn for mankind. A year which has such prospects 
must prove a landmark in human history, and as this year is also the 
first of a new century in the Hebrew calendar it is sure to be noted 
by coming generations as the commencement of an epoch, as a stage in 
man’s progress towards a nobler life and towards readiness to serve 
God with a perfect heart. While on the one hand human suffering. 
is greater to-day than it has been for centuries, and Israel's ordeal 
is more severe and more trying than it has ever been in modern times, 
the prospect of an overwhelming change in the attitude of men and 
nations to. each other, and in the attitude of the peoples towards 
Israel, is brighter than ever it was. The judgment passed by God 
on the world as it is to-day is obviously severe, but that judgment 
can be reversed by a ready performance of moral duty on the part 
of those who know where the evil lies and are determined to overcome 
it. No. sacrifice can be too great that is incurred in the 


performance of such a duty. We have been praying for the coming 


of the Redeemer for so many centuries that the realisation of that 
prayer does not appear to us to have any significance for ourselves, 
or to be likely to affect the life of our own generation. Nor do many 
of us realise that our redemption will be brought about by sacrifice, 
as well as by prayer. To-day we must be ready not only to pray but 
also to bring our sacrifice. We must be ready to sacrifice our all in 
the cause of justice, liberty, love of God, love of our fellow-men. 
We must do all that we can to turn the coming year into a “ year of 
redemption and salvation.” If we are ready to do our duty as sons and 
daughters of Israel, the God of Israel will give us His help and grant 
us life and peace. “For the righteous Lord loveth righteousness, His 
countenance doth behold the upright.” 


LONDON IS EUROPE'S MUSIC CENTRE 


Advance of the Past Twelve 
A YEAR OF FESTIVALS 


The past year’s music season opened and closed with a festival, and 
if the London Music Festival, which made a remarkable end to a 
distinguished season, was in many respects the most Outstanding event 
of the year, it must not be allowed to overshadow the memory of the 
Sibelius Festival with which the year began. Indeed, judging solely 
by devotion to purpose, unfluctuating level of quality, and achievement 
of the true aim of a festival (which is surely to present music in a way 
and on a scale which cannot be expected at normal times) then the 
Sibelius Festival was far more deserving of the term than was the 
London Music Festival. In six concerts we heard every one of the 
great Finn’s major works and many of his minor ones, and under 
Sir Thomas Beecham’s scrupulous and exacting care they were 
presented at a level of artistic achievement which was astonishing. 
We are not likely to be able to study the modern master’s music so 
extensively and intensively again for some years to come. | 

Of the London Music Festival one can certainly say that for a first 
attempt it was magnificent. Although it failed to work to any clearly 
discernible single scheme or plan, it, successfully publicised and, to 
some extent, co-ordinated and concentrated the efforts of a large 
number of our usual music organisations and societies, and added 
certain features which would not otherwise have been available to 
so large a public. The organisers combined a certain amount of 
novelty with the usual channels of musical activity, but it is a pity that 
the novelties provided consisted more of adjuncts to, and even 


- diversions from, music than of items which fell strictly within the 


realm of music itself, One had to regret, in particular, that there was 
not a greater attempt to give a consistent view of British music to the 
many foreign visitors who came to London mainly for the festival. 
This criticism holds despite the unusual opportunities provided of 
hearing English church music, madrigals, and folk songs. 


Music of the People 


Since we are on the subject of festivals, one must not overlook the 
Festival of Music for the People, which was held at the beginning of 
April. Though its programme was even more incoherent than that of 
the major festival which followed, it had as its basis an idea which 
deserves to be perpetuated. The fault was in the title: it should have 
been not a festival of music for but a festival of music of the people. 
Then it would have been clearly staking out a claim to existence as a 
regular feature of English life, and could have become a mighty 
movement representative of all branches of music made by the people 
for their own pleasure. As it was, the programme seemed chosen to 
mix some very sweet jam with some very bitter pills, the mixing being 
by no means well done. | , 

If we consider this phenomenon of three festivals in one season, 
additional to the main stream of music-making, we must agree that 
it is a portent. It indicates that music is being made a much greater 
and more integral. part of our life to-day, and also that London is 
supplanting other more famous music centres as the focal point of 
European music. What is astonishing is that with all this extra 
activity, all the main forms of musical activity continued undiminished. 
True, the programmes of the B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra, the Royal 
Philharmonic Society, and the London Symphony Orchestra showed 
no startling innovations, but I suspect that this is not altogether due 
to lack of enterprise in the programme selection committees, but to the 
fact that concert-goers themselves are a little tired of so much modern 
music. One notes a reaction in composers themselves to the present 
impulse, for there is the beginning of a tendency to revert to more 
simple writing. 

Outstanding among the few new works performed during the season 
was Bloch’s Violin Concerto, the solo violin brilliantly played by 
Szigeti, a work which, with all its modern (albeit very characterisiically 
Bloch) idioms, makes a strong appeal at its first hearing, and has 
passages sufficiently haunting to make one try hard to remember them. 
It is good to have a work which one can like at first hearing yet 
which in no sense panders to popularity. Other composers who 
increased their stature during the season were Vaughan Williams, with 
his Pianoforte Concerto, and Benjamin Britten, with a Pianoforte 
Concerto and the “ Ballad of Heroes.” Of the~older composer, one 
can only remark with wonder and delight that he is unfailing in his 
pleasant surprises. . Nothing he produces is of mean or petty con- 
ception. Britten is developing astonishingly: at the moment he is 
very prolific, yet the quality of all his work is undeniably high. Even 
so, he has not so far. produced a really great contribution to music, 
though there is time, for he is still young. 


Some First Performances 


Other first performances remembered are Harty’s “ Children of Lir,” 
good old-fashioned, story-telling music; Hindemith’s “ Mathis der 
Maler,” dry, fascinating, great, yet not among the greatest; Bartok's 
extraordinary clever “Music for Strings, Piano, Celeste, and 
Percussion ”; and a charming suite, “ Cotillon,” by Arthur Benjamin. 

Artists who have contributed to our musical enrichment during the 
past year are so numerous that one may hardly mention names without 
being invidious. But Solomon grows in popularity with every appear- 
ance, and with good reason. Horowitz returned to London after three 
years’ absence, only to reveal that he has lost none of his technical 
cunning; Hubermann, also, seemed none the worse for his mishap 
some time ago. Alexander Helmann is a young artist who is steadily 
fighting his way to the top; and Lili Krauss, Louis Kentner, Max 
Rostal, and Franz Reisenstein are four artists who have enriched 
English musical life since they first came to us. In the conductors’ 
realm, Toscanini was once more a welcome visitor. We remember 
the season as the last we shall hear of Beecham for a little while, 
and regret his temporary retirement while looking forward to his

On the battlefields and in the rear, Polish Jewry has amply proved 
during the past few days, its devotion and self-sacrifice in the interests 
of Poland's independence.

POLSKA ZBROINA, the official organ of the Polish War Ministry, pays | 


a moving tribute in its latest issue to the gallantry of the Jewish troops 
in the present fighting, and advises all Poles to forget racial differences. 
In Warsaw, Jews have been playing a prominent part in defending 
the city. In Kattowice, after its capture, Jews are ‘stated to have 
continued sniping on German troops from roof-tops. 

The Union of Polish Jewish Ex-Servicemen has decided to raise a 
regiment of Jewish volunteers to help the Government in its heroic 
defence of the country. A large number of Jews who are not liable 
to service in the army have already signified their intention of joining.

In spite of the assurances of the Nazi Government that no more 
bombardments of open towns would occur, the Germans last week 
bombed the holiday resorts of Podkow, Liesna, and Brzinow: the 
township of Pruszkol, where there is a large Jewish population; and 
several villages in the Warsaw district, where many Jews were killed. 
One such raid on the village of Tomaszow Lubelski has been 
described in detail in a British United Press message, which states that 
the village has no conceivable strategic importance. 

The Jewish population is stated to be in urgent need of relief, 
particularly as the able-bodied Jewish male population has joined the 
army, leaving behind only the women, the aged, and the children. 
The headquarters of the American Joint Distribution Committee has 
received a telegram from its Warsaw office asking for $200,000 for 
immediate relief activities. In New York, a central Committee has 
been formed ‘to co-ordinate the ‘relief work of all Polish-Jewish 
Organisations.

JEWS VOLUNTEER IN FRANCE 
Refugees Ask to Serve 


[From our Correspondent—Paris} 


Everybody in France, French or alien, while feeling how tragic is 
the recall to arms after twenty-one years, agrees that an end must be 
put to the terror hanging over Europe. France, the country to whom 
the last war brought the greatest sacrifices, has faced events with calm, 
and is determined to be victorious in the struggle which she did not 
seek. 

fogether with the French nation, the several million foreigners of 
difierent nationalities, most of them political exiles who cannot return 
home, are resolved to do their duty towards their new homeland and 
to defend the cause of justice and liberty. In his speech before the 
Chamber on the eve of the declaration of war, the Prime Munister, 
M. Daladier, paid tribute to the aliens who were volunteering. Members 
of all nationalities are to-day vying with each other in showing their 
readiness to play their part. Poles and Czecho-Slovaks have announced 
that they will form separate national fighting units, and the German 
and Austrian refugee organisations have issued statements condemn- 
ing the present regime in Germany and expressing the readiness of the 
immigrants to fight against it in the ranks of the French forces. 

[he Jewish ex-Servicemen’s and youth organisations have opened 
offices for the registration of volunteers for various services, the office 
of the ex-Servicemen registering 1.200 volunteers for war service in 
two days. Registration is also taking place in the provinces. In 
Tunisia, Jews have been flocking to recruiting offices in their thousands. 
Stateless immigrants and immigrants between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-eight claiming the right of refuge must also register at police 
stations for military service. The Jewish organisations are calling on 
men of all ages who are unfit for military service, and on women, 
to enlist for civil defence. Young people under eighteen years have 
been asked by the Jewish Youth Organisation to volunteer for harvest- 
ing work. The Ose has submitted a list of 200 Jewish refugee doctors 
who are prepared to do war service for France, and proposes to open 
an institution to take care of the children of soldiers and volunteers. 

Mr. Lawrence Kadoorie, of Hong-Kong, and his brother, Mr. Horace 
Kadoorie, of Shanghai, have been awarded the Cross of Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour by the French President for services in connection with 
the founding of charitable, educational, and medical institutions, Both 
recipients are partners of the firm of Sir Elly Kadoorie and Sons. 


NAZI “REPRISALS” AGAINST 
CZECH JEWS 


All Jews in the Czech Protectorate and in Slovakia are being looked 
upon by the Nazis as sympathisers of the democracies, and are being 
treated accordingly. Nazis have been visiting Jewish homes and 
removing all wireless sets, in order to prevent listening-in to foreign 
stations, and many Jews have been arrested.on charges of spreading 
foreign news reports. 

Enraged by the news that Czech Jewish refugees are offering their 
services to Britain, France, and Poland, German Nazis and Czech 
Fascists have been attacking\Jews.in the streets and in cafés. After 
a bomb had been thrown into the offices of VLAIKA, the Czech Fascist 
newspaper subsidised by the Protector, the Gestapo authorities arrested 
a number of Czech Nationalists and Jews. 


JEWS IN DUTCH DEFENCE SERVICES 
[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


Apart from the large number of Jews who have been called to the 
colours under the terms of conscription, Jews are hastening to join all 
the defence services open to volunteers. Many refugees have applied 
for enrolment in the Dutch Army, but it is not yet definitely known 
whether the authorities are prepared at this stage to accept their services, 


A number of Jews figure in the Queen’s Birthday Honours List. They 
include Mr. H. van Gelder, President of the Jewish Community of Deventer, 
and Mr. Aptroot, Vice-President of the Synagogue Council of Groningen, 
who have become Knights in the Order of Orange-Nassau.

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U.S. JEW-BAITERS’ NEW TACTICS 


Under the Cloak of Christianity 
“SPORTS CLUBS” FOR STORM-TROOPERS 


“A racial and civil war is in the making in America.” This is the 
alarming conclusion reached by the Catholic monthly SociaL ACTION, 
of Detroit, in an article in one of. its latest issues. The 
article is based on staff investigations and reveals the widespread 
organised activities through the Eastern States of anti-Semitic groups 
masquerading under the guise of “ Christianity.” 

Supported by documentary evidence, the article shows that the 
general pattern of Nazi anti-Semitism is being followed by such groups 
as the Christian Front, the Christian Mobilisers, the Greater New 
York Committee for Christian Action, the Christian Index, the 
Christian Labour Front, and the Christian Vigilantes. Af secret 
meetings of these bodies, SocitaL ACTION observers. found evidence of 
the organisation of “sports clubs” which seem to be the American 
counterpart of the Nazi Storm Troops. These “clubs” are to train 
Christian Aniericans in discipline, direct action, and “the use of the 
walking stick.” Lists of non-Jewish merchants in New York have been 
issued by these groups, and “Christian Americans” are urged to 
“finance Christanity by buying Christian.” 
| The Non-Sectarian’ Anti-Nazi League has issued a leaflet exposing 
the aims of these so-called Christians, and giving a list of the participa- 
tors in the Christian Front, which is an autonomous structure linking 
together such diverse bodies as the Social Justice Distributors’ Club, 
headed by the “radio priest” Father Coughlin, and the German 
American Bund. 

American democrats are meanwhile replying to Father Coughlin in 
his own coin by organising a series of counter-broadcasts from stations 
all over the country. Catholics and others are taking part. Arch- 
bishop Samuel A. Stritch, of the Administrative Board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, has made a denunciation of anti-Jewish 
slander by “certain individuals, who, to gain and hold a popular 
audience, degrade themselves and abuse -the trust reposed in them 
by misquoting, half-quoting, and actually insinuating untruth.” 

In New York, following a flood of protests, a demonstration by 
Coughlin ‘supporters has been cancelled. The newly-formed Com- 
mittee of Catholics to Fight Anti-Semitism has announced a change of 
name to Committee of Catholics for Human Rights. “ We recognise,” 
declares a statement of policy, “ that anti-Semitism is but one facet of 
the new barbarism which includes anti-Catholicism and all other 
selective hates in its desire to set man against man in order to profit 
by the ensuing strife.” 

The New York State organisations of the Catholic and Jewish War 
Veterans held a joint “Americanism” rally recently on the Central 
Park Mall. Mr. Joseph A. Gavagan, one of the speakers, denounced 
anti-Semitism as “dangerous to the existence of our democracy,” 
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and asserted that Catholics had “a concern for our own preservation 
in opposing the Nazis in their destructive anti-Semitic work in this 
The evened annual convention of the New York State Federa- 
tion of Labour has adopted a resolution condemning all individuals, 
publications, and organisations which “ are seeking to divide the 
Labour movement by spreading anti-Semitism.” As originally intro- 
duced, the resolution cited Father Coughlin and the Christian Front, 
denouncing them as agents of Fascism, but later the resolution was 
amended to eliminate all names. 


FRITZ KUHN BACKS HITLER 


Bund Attack on President Roosevelt 


Fritz Kuhn, the leader of the pro-Nazi German American Bund, 
wants Hitler to win. Addressing a Bund meeting -at Sellersville, 
Pennsylvania, last week, he said: “ Hitler and Germany can lick the 
whole world. . . . Neither England nor France will ever stop Hitler. 
You can best serve the Fatherland and show that your heart is with 
Germany by being absolutely neutral.” Another speaker, G. G. W. 
Kunze, shid he hoped that “when Roosevelt is thrown out of the 
White House next year, a White American will be elected.” 

But Kuhn does not speak for the mass of German-Americans. 
Mr. Otto Sattler, President of the German Cultural League, has 
declared: “ We German-Americans have been against Hitler from the 
beginning and hope for the destruction of all he stands for. Nazism 
must be crushed, and the true Germany arise to take its place among 
the civilised nations of the world.” 


The French Embassy in Washington has informed the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency that there are many Jews among the Americans who are volunteer- 
ing to fight for France. 

A contest for the best unpublished life histories of persons who have 
experienced the effects of Nazism in Germany has been announced by three 
members of the Harvard (U.S.A.) University Faculty. The theme is “ My 
Life in Germany Before and After January 30, 1933,” and the prize will 
be about £200. The papers will be used “for the purely scientific purpose 
of collecting materials which will be used to study the social and psycho- 
— effects of National Socialism on German society and the German 
people.” 


NAZIS NEED ** NON-ARYAN ” LAROUR 
But They Still Revile the Jews 


Orders have been given to German Jews to report immediately for 
service in civil air defence, according to the Berlin correspondent of 
the BERLINGSKE TIDENDE, of Copenhagen. 

Thousands of Jews of military age are said to have been mobilised 
in Berlin and sent to the war-zone to help to build fortifications, while 
their families at home are kept on starvation rations. 

An order has been issued for the release of 300 Jewish doctors, 
eng neers, and mechanics from prisons and concentration camps. 

The Government has asked the Jewish Communal Boards in Berlin 
and Vienna to invite German and Austrian Jewish doctors, engineers 
and mechanics who have emigrated to return to Germany for war-work. 

The ban on the Jewish artisans introduced last November has been 
abolished in view of the scarcity of labour caused by the mobilisation 
of reservists. 

But. these measures do not signify a change in the Nazi attitude 
towards Jews: the Nazi Press continues to attack the Jews as the 
enemies of the Third Reich. The ANGriFr, the organ of Dr. Goebbels, 
describes the Jews as the worst enemies of the German people, and the 
principal Nazi organ, the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, describes them as 
spies in the interests of Poland, Britain, and France. 


Jewish-owned wireless-sets are being confiscated in Western Germany, 
reports the Dat_ty Mai. This follows the discovery at Buende, Westphalia, 
that a Jew named Ruben was entertaining a large party of “Aryan” and 
“ non-Aryan” neighbours to British broadcasts. Ruben, who was arrested, 
is liable to imprisonment or death. 

The Dat_y HERALD reports that following the latest announcement of 
wage-cuts, Nazis fraternised with Jewish labour conscripts, and declared: 
“ We are in the same boat now. We shall all have to starve.” 

All efforts to communicate with Jewish organisations in Germany either 
by mail or by telegraph have proved absolutely fruitless since last week, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The Vienna Bureau of Statistics has issued figures showing: the number 
of births of Jewish children in the city since the Anschluss. In 1937, 
there were 650 children born to Orthodox Jews. In 1936, the year of the 
Anschluss, there were 548 such births, and in the first half of 1939 only 39.

BIRO-BIDJAN NEEDS MORE SETTLERS 


An appeal to Jewish farm workers in the Jewish agricultural regions 
in European Russia to help the development of the Jewish Autonomous 
Region of Biro-Bidjan by migrating there, has been published in the 
Moscow Press under the signature of G. Suchariev, Secretary of. the 
Biro-Bidjan Soviet, and M. Sacharov, President of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Region. Biro-Bidjan, it is declared, is now in need of 
a large number of pioneers, and the local authorities have com- 
pleted preparations for the instant absorption of 150 new immigrant 
families. 

CHINA—-A provisional Executive has been formed in Shanghai embrac- 
ing both the Sefardi and the Ashkenazi communities. It is expected that as 


a result of the influx of Jewish refugees, it will now be possible to form 
one unified Jewish ‘Community. 


IRAQ—Relations with Germany have been severed, and all Germans 
in the country have been deported. 


BOLIVIA—Five hundred Polish Jews have volunteered at the Polish 
Embassy at La Paz to join their country’s Army, and many Jewish refugees 
have called at the French and British Consulates to offer their services. 
A Polish Jewish Committee has been formed to collect funds for the relief 
of the Jews in Poland.

NATIONAL SERVICE 
Jewish Campaign in Full Force 


Last Sunday saw the opening of the big registration of Jewish men 
and women as volunteers for National Service. Posters were 
prominently displayed everywhere, and propaganda gramophone 
records were played by all radio and music shops. 

The appeal was extended to supernumerary police and to women 
for first-aid, agricultural, and transport work. Special arrangements 


were made to facilitate the registration of new immigrants who do 
not yet know Hebrew. 


THE WHITE PAPER 
England Will Recognise Jewish Strength 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, President of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
declared at a press conference in Jerusalem that the political weight 
of the Jewish population of Palestine had now increased to such a 
degree that it was impossible for England not to recognise or utilise 
the strength ef the Jews. “We have no right to weaken. our powers 
of resistance against the White Paper,” Mr. Ben-Gurion declared. He 
concluded by emphasising that American Jewry’s responsibility at the 
present moment was the biggest ever. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Department of the Agency, 
supplemented Mr. Ben-Gurion’s statement by declaring that “ we are 
in a state of armistice with Britain regarding the unenforced phases of 
the White Paper.” The Agency's offer of assistance for the defence 


of Palestine, he said, was not necessarily confined to action within. the 


boundaries of the country. 


TRANSJORDAN SUPPORTS BRITAIN 


The British Ministry of Information last Friday issued the following 
communique : 

“The Emir Abdullah, accompanied by the British Resident, drove 
from Amman to visit the High Commissioner in Jerusalem to express 
in person his loyal support of the British Government and the adher- 
ence of himself and the people of Transjordan to the cause which 
Great Britain has espoused.” , 


The Ministry of Information has issued the following statement: 

“Contrary to German broadcast allegations, the internment of 
Nazis in Palestine has been carried out with the minimum of discom- 
fort to those it has been considered necessary to intern. ‘These by no 
means include all Germans in the country, but only men of military 
age. No women have been interned, and they enjoy complete freedom 
of movement within the colonies in which they normally reside. The 
internees’ families are carrying on their businesses without interference 
from the authorities. The large German orphanage, with its extensive 
workshops, is still in operation.” 


POPULATION FIGURES 
First Annual Statistics Bulletin 


[From a Correspondent] 
The Department of Health and the Office of Statistics of Palestine 


have collaborated in the production of the first annual Vital Statistics. 


Bulletin, which gives a scholarly estimate of the population of the 

country at the end of 1938, dealing in particular with births and 

deaths, infectious diseases, and marriages and divorces. The value 

of the conclusion is greatly increased by the comparative tables 

which cover a long period of years. Apart from the Bedouin, among 

whom there is great difficulty in the collection of statistics, the figures 
Continued on next page 
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are to be accepted as reasonably full and accurate so far as the wider 
classes are concerned. When questions of age, duration of marriage, 
number of children who have died, and similar questions are put, the 
answers are less reliable. This is true, however, only in respect of 
the Oriental sections of the population. But the information based on 
these questions is of less consequence and of less interest. 

The total population of Palestine oh December 31 last is estimated 
at 1,435,285, after excluding His Majesty’s Forces and the increase 
or decrease in the number of Bedouin since the last census. The 
increase of the Jewish population by illegal immigration is also not 
taken into account. Similar increases in the non-Jewish population are 
ignored, since migratory movements probably balance. The total popu- 
lation shows an increase of 401,971 during the seven years since the last 
census. During the intervening period, the Moslems have increased 
by 18.5 per cent., the Christians by 25.9 per cent., and the Jews by 
135.5 per cent. During the seven years the balance of migration 


among the Moslems was actually outwards. Among the Christians” 


and Jews, however, the balance was inward, 34.2 per cent., or 7,816, 
among the Christians and 193,671, or 82 per cent., among the Jews 
being due to migration. Until 1938, all three communities increased 
their numbers by migration every year. Among Moslems and 
Christians, the highest point was reached in 1934, and among Jews 
in the following year. Subsequently, the net figures decreased for 
all communities until in 1938 there was a net decrease for Moslems 
and Christians and an increase of only 8,085 for Jews. At the end 
of 1938 the proportions of the population were Moslems 62.8 per cent., 
Jews 28.6 per cent., and Christians 7.8 per cent. 

If the increase by migration is both absolutely and relatively very 
much higher among Jews, the natural increase rates show a very 
different tendency. It is almost a universal rule that both the birth 
and death rates of Jews are lower than those of the surrounding 
population. This is also true in Palestine, but the natural increase of 
the Arabs is appreciably higher than that of the Jews. In all cases 
the rate of increase has risen. Among Moslems the net increase was 
24.95 in 1922 and 28.54 in 1938 (33.15 in 1936); among Jews 16.71 in 
1922 and 18.15 im 1938 (25.51 in 1924); among Christians, among 
whose large European section the birth-rate is necessarily very low, 
19.16 in 1922 and 21.83 im 1938 (23.62 in 1936). The decline in the 
Jewish birth-rate js attributed to the large European immigration, 
which has an appreciably lower figure than the older Palestinian Jewry 
or the relatively few Oriental Jewish immigrants. Despite the decline, 
all the rates are high compared with those of other countries. The 
Jewish rate is higher than that of any European country except 
Rumania and Portugal. The Moslem rate is higher than any recorded 
for any country, present or past. 


THE HULEH CONCESSION. 
Significance of Government Grant 
THREE YEARS’ WORK AHEAD 


The recent announcement by Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, of a Government contribution of £235,000 
for the draining of the Huleh concession is thought in Jerusalem to 
have brought the long-delayed project of reclamation considerably 
nearer. | | 

The reclamation project will take two or three years to carry out, 
from the time work ts actually started. The cost to the Jewish Agency 
and other Jewish organisations will be moré than £600,000 besides the 
British contribution, which ts made on behalf of the Arabs, who will 
not be required to pay anything. The Huleh concession, taking in the 
swamp, the banks of Lake Huleh, and a strip along the Jordan, was pur- 
chased by the Agency five years ago for nearly £200,000 from a group 
of Syrians who acquired it from the Turkish Government before the 
World War for £5,000, and had carried out practically no improve- 
ments. The work will consist of construction of drainage canals and 
reservoirs, and dredging the outlet from Lake Huleh into the Jordan. 

Completion of the task will make the entire Huleh Valley available 
for intensive agricultural settlement. Experts of the Jewish National 
Fund, the land-purchasing organisation of the Zionist movement, have 
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estimated that the valley, developed in this way, can support an addi- 
tional population of 5,000 farm families and 15,000 families deriving 
their livelihood from other occupations.

HABONIM LOOKS AFTER EVACUEES 


- -- 


Organising Groups in Many Centres 


From OLGA BRAHAM (Matrkirat Habonim) 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Amongst the. vast number of problems which face the Jewish com- 
munity in this country in the present crisis (apart from those we share in 
common with our fellow-citizens of all denominations) one of the most 
important is that of the Jewish education of our children. 

Scattered as they are up and down the country, it is obvious that, away 
from the influence of their own homes, away from their religion classes and 
their other Jewish contacts, they are in grave danger of losing whatever 
Jewish background they have. Under such conditions, a protracted war 
‘would imperil the whole future of the Anglo-Jewish community, and it is 
clear that some steps must be taken to remedy this situation. 

Habonim, with its members distributed widely in the various reception 
areas, has undertaken immediately to arrange some form of Jewish activity 
for the children of our communities. Through the many bonim and 
bonoth of our movement, and through numbers of seniors who have been 
evacuated with their schools, we have already contacted the chief centres 
to which Jewish children. have been sent both from London and the Pro- 


vinces. We have also taken steps to make contact with various. public | 


bodies who have had charge of evacuation, for their co-operation. In many 
centres, we already have senior members who are ready to form groups of 
Habonim amongst the children—in some cases, they have already done so. 
We believe that Habonim can play a very important part in preserving 
the Jewish life of our children; we have always aimed in our education 
at giving the child an understanding of its Jewish heritage. and instilling 
into it hopes for the Jewish future, combined with recreational activities, 
and we believe that we have the possibilities of giving some Jewish back- 
ground to their present lives. , 
The scope of our activities in this work which we have undertaken will 


‘by no means be confined to those who are already. members of our 


movement, but will be extended to all Jewish children with whom we can 
get into touch. In addition to having some of our leaders posted more 
or less permanently in the various centres, to organise these Jewish 
activities, it is intended that visits shall be paid from time to time by 
the leaders of the movement to assist in the general organisation. Further, 
we are preparing to send at regular (probably fortnightly) intervals pro- 
grammes and newssheets to the children, which will contain, in addition to 
news and items of Jewish educational interest, games and stories. The 
first of these is being distributed for Rosh Hashana to all those places 
which we have already contacted. 

We would appeal to those of your readers who have or know of 
children in the various villages and other centres to send us their names 
and addresses, so that where we are not already in touch with these 
places we can contact them at once. In particular, we hope that any 
teachers or helpers who have been evacuated and who read this letter 
will communicate with us, so that we may enlist their support and keep 
in touch with them. 

We believe that this form of activity, which we have already started, 
and which it is intended to extend very widely, will be of the utmost 
importance to the whole of the Anglo-Jewish Community. We trust 
that we shall be able to co-operate in this work with all those Jewish 
educational bodies who are or will be engaged in similar work. |

The Committee 
was formed after a conference attended by the Japanese Consul- 
General, M. Miura, the French Consul-General, M. Baudez, and Mr. 
Godfrey Phillips,.a representative of the International Settlement. 


The conference decided that in spite of the ban on the entry of | 


further Jewish refugees into Shanghai, those who are already on the 
high seas or those who had embarked a few days after the publication 


of the ban would be allowed to enter. 


The passengers from the steamer Biancamano, which left Genoa 
on August. 15, and Athos II, which left Marseilles on August 16, 
as well as from the steamer Potsdam, which left Hamburg on 
August 18, were allowed to settle in Hongkew and the French and 
International Settlements without restrictions. 

Mr. Phillips declared that the Committee would shortly work out 
regulations for and the precise definition of refugees. .In the mean- 
time, all shipping companies should be warned not to issue tickets 
to refugees for Shanghai, to avoid unnecessary hardships. The Com- 
mittee would in future consider sympathetically all refugees wishing 
to bring over their families to Shanghai. 


The British Embassy have announced that the 15,000 German Jews:

The Federation of Polish Jews in Paris is very active in organising 
the Polish Jews in France for defence. The Federation announces that 
many old Jews, including one septuagenarian, have placed themselves 
at the disposal of the French Government. While other aliens in Paris 
must pay for their gas masks, the French authorities informed the 
Federation of Polish Jews that their members would receive gas masks 
free. The Federation is also mobilising Jewish women for defence 
work in factories. 

The American Consulate has discontinued the issue of immigration 
visas to refugee applicants because under present circumstances the 
Consulate is chiefly preoccupied with the repatriation of American 
citizens. It is only after all the Americans who want to return to the 


United States have been safely repatriated that the issue of visas to. 


immigrants will be resumed. It is estimated that it may take at least 
two months before all the Americans who desire to leave France will 
be sent back to the United States. No American visas for Jewish 


Tefugees will, therefore, be issued during this period. 


WHAT FOREIGN JEWS HAVE DONE 
FOR FRANCE 


Many Trades Stimulated 


According to a report issued in Paris by the Economic Department 
of the Jewish World Congress, there are 25,000 Jewish refugees in 
France. They have contributed largely to the establishment of the 
French fur industry. Fur exports have increased from 227,000,000 
francs in 1932 to 861,000,000 in 1937. The export of skins and felts 
increased from 161,000,000 in 1934 to 254,000,000 in 1937. The export 
figures for these two commodities are much higher for 1938, but no 
exact data are yet available. Owing to the transfer of Jewish fur 
merchants to France, the country has become an important centre 
of the fur industry. 

Other refugees have helped to develop the French wireless industry. 
The total value of wireless sets manufactured annually by refugees 
in France is estimated at over 15,000,000 francs. Refugees have also 
helped to develop the French silk industry in Lyons and established 
many metal fancy goods factories, such as for the manufacture of 
cigarette cases, powder boxes, etc., as well as toy factories.

Non-Jewish Help for Youth Aliyah 


On the British declaration of war, forty-seven Jewish children from 
Germany arrived in Denmark, where they are to be trained for emi- 
gration to Palestine under the auspices of the Youth Aliyah movement. 
It is hoped that the children will be followed by about 200 more who 
have already been granted certificates to enter Palestine. 

It is largely due to the efforts of the Danish Women’s League for 
Peace and Freedom, a non-Jewish organisation, that it has been pos- 
sible to get these children out of Germany and to place them on farms 


WELSH CASTLE FOR YOUTH ALIYAH 


Children Leave Germany Just in Time 


Lord Dundonald has placed at the disposal of the Youth Aliyah 
Castle Gwrych, near Abergele, North Wales, and it now contains 125 
boys and girls, who will continue their agricultural training there. It 
will accommodate 200 children altogether. 

Thirty-one of the Youth Aliyah children arrived from Harwich on 
the day Germany invaded Poland, rescued at the last minute from 
Germany. They left Europe by train and bus, travelling through 
Holland to The Hook, where a ship delayed its departure for an hour 
and a half to take them to safety.

THE ORT ENGINEERING SCHOOL 
Arrival in England 


Practically on the eve of the war, there arrived in London the skeleton 
of the Berlin Ort Technical School. This was one of the last groups of 
refugees allowed out of Germany, and the group consisted of 106 boys, 
students of the School, with six instructors. By agreement with the Home 
Office. the School should have been placed in Leeds. The preparations in 
Leeds, however, could not be completed as the equipment had not arrived 
and the Kitchener Camp in Richborough offered them temporary hospitality. 

Having arrived late at night, the students and their instructors spent 
their first night in a hostel in the East End of London. On the following 
morning, they were transferred in several coaches to the Camp, where they 
are at present accommodated. There was quite a little demonstration of 
friendliness 2--1 sympathy for the boys and their teachers when they were 
about to get into the coaches to proceed to Richborough.

LEEDS JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 
Increasing Demands of Applicants 
[From our Correspondent) 


The monthly meeting of the Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians was held recently, with the President, Alderman H. Morris, 
in the Chair. A letter was submitted from the Public Assistance 
Committee with regard to the Leopold Home. 

Alderman Morris said that the Home had not been in use for some 
time. The foster-mother had become indisposed, and the two remain- 
ing children had been transferred to the Street Lane Home. The 
foster-mother had been given notice terminating her employment, and 
the P.A.C. did not propose to reopen the house as a home for 
scattered children of the Jewish faith. The Rev. A. S. Super had been 
in communication with the P.A.C., and had submitted for their 
approval Jewish homes in which the children could be placed, but 
these had not been suitable. Unless suitable accommodation 
could be found for the children, they would have to remain at the 
Street Lane Home. Alderman Morris suggested that if the amount 
allowed by the “P.A.C. was insufficient, the Board would no doubt 
supplement the amount-in order that suitable accommodation could 
be found. The P.A.C. could then be asked to vacate the premises 
without any further delay. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. M. Hurst, Chairman of the 

Finance Committee, presented a statement of finance relating to the 
period from February 1 to August 28. The weekly and resident 
temporary relief amounted to approximately £3,500, and the bank 
deficit was approaching £1,500. Items of note in the receipts were the 
sums of £473 received by way of tax on covenanted subscriptions and 
£400 from the Public Assistance Committee. 
-. The Chairman drew the attention of the Committee to the amounts 
received by way of loan and relief refunds. In conclusion, he said 
that strenuous efforts would have ‘to be made in order that the 
resources were substantially augmented to meet the increasing 
demands of applicants. 

Mr. I. N. Labofski, Chairman of the Victor Lightman Loan Fund 
Committee, said that repayments from February | to date amounted 
to £3,929, while £3,671 had been advanced in loans to 173 borrowers. 

The report of the Investigation and Fixed Allowance Committee 
for the past eleven weeks was presented by Alderman Morris, and 
the report of the Finance Committee was presented by Mr. H. Hurst. 

Mrs. B. Caverson, Vice-Chairman of the Ladies’ Welfare Com- 
mittee, appealed for further supplies of clothing. Adult male and 
female clothing was most urgently required. — 

Mrs. Tillie Levy and Mrs. Connie Mattison have erected a drinkin

The children receive something more than a mere book education, 
they are trained to realise and appreciate their duties as young Jews and 
Jewesses. This may be witnessed by the fact that during the past few 
months the children have paid for ten trees to be planted in Palestine, they 
have collected £11 for the Kiddies’ Holiday Fund of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 
and are doing well in their collections of pennies for the Talmud Torah 
Appeal. Recently Rabbi Rosen instituted a Shalosh Seudoth gathering on 
Sabbath afternoons for the senior boys in the classes. They sang Zemiroth 
and chassidic melodies. This gathering is to be a regular feature during the 
winter. We strongly urge you, for your children’s sake, to resolve to send 
your child to the classes without delay. New pupils can be enrolled any 
evening between 5 and 7.30, and on Sunday mornings between 10 and 12.30. 


Jewish ex-servicemen in Manchester are doing their share in National 
Defence work. Almost all the members of the Sydney Frankenburg Branch 
of the British Legion have been recruited for some form of National Ser- 
vice, and are serving as air raid wardens, auxiliary firemen, ambulance 
drivers, and auxiliaries in connection with the local balloon barrage.

RELIEVING THE POOR 
War’s Effect on Guardians’ Work 


{From our Correspondent] 


_Consideration of the position of the Jewish Board of Guardians was 
given at a meeting of the Council held last week in the Board rooms. 
Mr. B. Strump, J.P., who presided, said that while there would 
undoubtedly be some disorganisation of the Board's affairs, they were 
quite able to meet any emergency that might arise. 

Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., said he was satisfied that the organisation 
would be affected to some extent, and it would be up to the older 
members and the young ones who remained to make up for those 
called up for military and civil service. It was intimated that Mr. 
David Wolfe, the Hon. Secretary, had already been called to the . 
colours, and the work would be carried on by Mr. L. Endlar, the 
Investigation Officer. The position of the Board Auxiliary was con- 
sidered, and Sir Maurice advised the Auxiliary to call on the services 
of younger men and women. 

In presenting the financial statement, Sir Maurice said that the total 
expenditure to the end of August was £3,128. There-was still about 
£500 to come in from annual subscriptions. The Auxiliary income 
showed £1,090. . 

With regard to the refugees at present in Glasgow, Sir Maurice 
said that the Community had gone out of its way to help the refugees. 
There was no difference between them and the refugees who had 
come to this country from Russia years ago. Glasgow had done more 
pro rata for the refugees than any other provincial city, and it was 
up to the Community to give a lead to other cities in this matter. 

Reporting on the work of the Employment Bureau, the Convener, 
Mr. B. Glasser, intimated that he was unable to carry on the work, 
as he intended devoting himself to looking after the welfare of Jewish 
‘children at the various evacuation camps. Tribute was paid to the 
work of Mr. Glasser. 


Mr. and Mrs. M.'Louvish, who have just returned from Palestine, were 
welcomed back to Glasgow by Mr. H. Furst, who presided at a meeting 
of the Poale Zion Organisation held in the Zionist Centre. A syllabus 
of meetings and study groups was discussed. Mr. J. Fremerman was 
elected to represent the Organisation at the Scottish Labour Party Con- 
ference in Stirling at the end of this month. . 


Mr. M. Conn, Noble Master of the Scottish Subsidiary Grand Lodge, 
and Mr. M. Caplan, the Vice-Master, submitted their reports of the 
recent conference of the Grand Order of Israel at a meeting of the Sub- 
sidiary held recently in the Lodge’s rooms, Abbotsford Place. 

At a recent meeting of the Jewish Representative Council, held in the 
Board of Guardians Rooms, a brief statement on the Shechita problem 
was given by Mr. B. Strump, J}:P. A discussion followed. A special 
Committee was set up to consider the possibility of establishing a Jewish 
branch of the Union of Boys’ Clubs. Mr. P. Glass, Hon. Secretary, said 
that a communication had been received from the Board of Deputies on 
the question of the Jewish population of Glasgow and its distribution so 
that adequate rationing could be made. 


EDINBURGH 
JEWS AND THE WAR 
The Fight for Justice 


“No sacrifice can be too great to remove the Nazi terror from 
Europe. For if this dreadful evil, which has been allowed to grow 
and expand for more than a decade, is not destroyed now it will 
affect the whole human race and will put an end to civilised life.” 
After making this declaration, Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, in the course - 
of his sermon last Saturday at the Edinburgh Synagogue, said that it 
behoved all who believed in righteousness and justice and had faith 
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in God and His Law, to unite for the purpose of defeating the tyran- 
nical rulers of Germany, of frustrating their designs, and of undoing 
the evil they had already accomplished by the use of violence and 
unparalleled lawlessness. Humanity must be delivered from the 
cam of Hitlerism so that peace, based on law and justice, might 
vail. 

Tee more than six years, Dr. Daiches went on, the evil power of 
Nazism had been fighting the Jewish people with poisoned weapons, 
with false and vile accusations, and had been inflicting unspeakable 
torture upon the body and soul of the Jew, while the outside world 
could only look on, and the spokesmen of the God-fearing peoples had 
to be content with verbal protests and expressions of indignation, 
which were received with derisive laughter and scorn. But the Nazi 
rulers were not content with crushing a helpless community within the 
borders of their own country. Having deprived their Jewish citizens 
of all their possessions and turned them into outcasts, Hitler and his 
henchmen began to plan the invasion and oppression of the neigh- 
bouring peoples who they thought would be unable to offer effective 
resistance. They succeeded in annexing the territories of two small 
nations, and with increasing greed and arrogance they began to 
threaten the existence of Poland. Reluctantly, the statesmen of the 
Western democracies came to the conclusion that if this evil power 
were allowed to continue its work every European nation would in 
time be faced with the danger of having the yoke of servitude placed 
upon it and of being compelled to bow to the pagan rule of Nazism. 
Hence the resolve of the two great freedom-loving nations of Western 
Europe to rally their forces, in order to stem the tide of aggression 
and to destroy for ever the power of the men who have wrought so 
much evil in the world. The great struggle has now begun, and it 
would not end before a complete victory had been won for the cause 
of human liberty. 


CARDIFF | 
JEWRY PLAYS ITS PART 


Receiving the Evacuees 


[From our Correspondent] 


In keeping with Jews in the rest of the country, Cardiff Jews have 
been rallying to play their part in fighting Nazi aggression. The young 
men have been joining the colours, and the older men, and the ex- 
Servicemen, have been joining the civil defence services. . Scores of 
young Jewish women have enrolled in the Auxiliary Aid and Red 
Cross Units. The refugees in the city, of whom there are a large 
number, are all eager to serve. Rabbi Dr. S. Cahn, the House-Warden 
of the Jewish Refugee Hostel, offered the services of himself and his 
30-40 refugee boys, to do “ anything.” 

That spirit prevails among every section of the local Jewish com- 
munity. 

Cardiff has received hundreds of Jewish women and children from 
the evacuation areas. The sudden influx at first created some chaos, 
but order now prevails. Religious services will be held to accom- 
modate the evacuees at the Beth Hamedrash, Clare Road, where the 
Rev. G. Gray and Mr. Abraham Latner will officiate during the High 
Festivals. The Cathedral Road Congregation and the Windsor Place 
Congregation have arranged for overflow services. 


SOUTHEND AND WESTCLIFF 
WAR-TIME ARRANGEMENTS

At an Emergency Meeting of the Synagogue-Council, with Mr. Leon 
Feitelson, President, in the chair, and held at Synagogue Chambers, 
Alexandra Road, last week, it was reported that war-time arrangements 
had been made and were now ready to be put into force. The busi- 
mess of the local Community would be centralised at the Communal 
Offices attached to the Alexandra Road Synagogue, and the Rev. A.

M~. Plaskow said that he had already been able to give advice to a 
number of Jewish refugees in the town. He had sought the assistance 
of the Chief Constable’s staff, and this had been offered with every 
manifestation of helpfulness and sympathy. | 

The religious instructions of the Chief Rabbi were considered, and 
it was agreed strictly to abide by them. Only one alteration in the 
statutory services was made and that was that the weekday morning 
services at the Alexandra Road Synagogue would be discontinued, but 
that there would be a regular Minyan every morning at 8.30 at the 
Ceylon Road Synagogue. Sabbath services at both Synagogues would 
not be affected. A dug-out for the use of worshippers at Alexandra 
Road had been constructed. Every possible precaution has been taken 
to ensure the continuity of supplies of Kasher meat, which would, in 
due course, be subject to rationing.

MOTORING NOTES 


R.A.C. INFORMATION DEPARTMENT 
The 1940 Minx” | 


So many regulations and orders affecting motorists have been intro- 
duced since the war began that the R.A.C. had to establish an 
Information Department, which will be able to answer any questions 
arising from the new conditions. 

Although the Motor Show has been cancelled, motor manufacturers 
are carrying on with their plans for the 1940 season. The Hillman 
programme consists of a new “ Minx ” and the “ Fourteen,” which has 
been improved in various ways. The. 1940 “ Minx” fairly bristles 
with interesting features. The most important of these, 1 suppose, 
is the blending of the body and chassis into one rigid structure, which 
not .only mrakes the car a very solid job indeed, but also results in 
a saving of about a hundredweight—the equivalent of an eight-stone 
passenger. This, in turn, means that the car is bound to have an 
even livelier performance than its predecessor. The chassis, instead 
of consisting of two girders held together with cross members, is 
now a strong platform which also serves as the floor of the body. 
When the pressed steel saloon body is mounted on this “ chassis 
frame,” the entire unit is converted into one rigid whole which is 
free from distortion. The rearmost cross member of the chassis 
platform, incidentally, also serves as a felt-lined channel in which the 
tools are carried. | 

The next big change in the “ Minx” is in its luggage accommoda- 
tion. This can best be described by saying that an equal amount 
of luggage can now be carried protected from the elements and theft 
as was possible by making full use of the locker and the platform 
lid on last year’s model. This is a remarkable feat on the part of the 
Hillman designers, and it has been achieved without depriving the 
spare wheel and tools of their separate little compartment under cover. 

The 1940 “ Minx” has set the pace among cars of low horse-power 
by being the first to provide a universally adjustable driving seat 
on the de-luxe ‘model. This can be raised up and down, as well as 
pushed forwards and backwards, and as the seat goes up so the rake 
varies auiomatically to give the maximum support and comfort for 
people of all heights. There are actually twenty different driving seat 
positions to choose from. These are the most obvious alterations 
in. the design of the “ Minx,” but there are others—such as a new 
radiator grille, one-piece bonnet, front wings, headlamps, door 
handles, draughtless ventilation, engine mounting, and gear lever— 
which make the car an extremely attractive proposition 

As for the Hillman “ Fourteen,” this is continued unchanged as 
far as its mechanical details are concerned, but the frontal appear- 
ance of the car has been improved by the re-styling of the radiator 
grille, shell, mascot, and motif on the front wings. There is also

a new body-style available in addition to the safety and de-luxe 
saloons. This is called the special saloon, and it is fitted with so 
many extra fittings that it comes into the luxury class, particularly 
as a special finish is given to the interior of the coachwork. 


THE NEW AUSTIN 12 | 
Sunbeam-Talbot’s High Performance Model 


The motor manufacturers continue to announce their plans for 
the 1940 season. Austin have followed up their new “ Eight” and 
“Ten” with a “Twelve” of similar lines and “styling,” as the 
Americans call it. This new Austin “ Twelve” is an extraordinarily 
roomy car, with a rear seat 46ins. wide and a luggage locker big 
enough to take four sets of golf clubs. The chassis is a rigid, sturdy 
affair, well able to carry its load without any weaving or flexing. 
The suspension is assisted by Luvax double-acting shock absorbers 
and a special system of torsion-bar anti-roll control, which is a great 
help on badly cambered corners of roads. 

In spite of its full-sized coachwork and modest engine capacity of 
11.9 h.p., the new Austin “Twelve” is a really lively car, with 
good acceleration, a high cruising speed, and the smoothness of a 
“Six.” These factors are accounted for by a power output of 42 b.h.p. 
at 4,000 r.p.m. and a new type of live-rubber engine mounting. 

There has always been an Austin “ Twelve” as long as most modern 
motorists can remember. Actually the first one was produced in 
ae! The latest edition is a worthy addition to this distinguished 
amily. 

One of the few entirely new models we shall probably see this 
year is the 2-litre Sunbeam-Talbot. This is essentially a high perform- 
amce machine, capable of a speed of over 80 m.p.h., with correspond- 
ingly good acceleratian, road-holding, and braking. The secret of 
its performance is an. excellent power-to-weight ratio, for it has a. 
13.9-h.p. engine and yet the complete car weighs less than 20 cwt. 

Four different types of bodies are available, all of them of sporting 
lines: an open two-seater, an open four-seater, a saloon, and a four- 
some drophead coupé. The Sunbeam-Talbot people have brought 
the finish and colour schemes of their cars to a high pitch of perfection, 
and a wide choice is available. 

The M.G. Company. have decided to carry on with their present 
programme of cars unchanged in specification and price. On the other 
hand, they point out that detail improvements are made from time 
to time, and all the models are kept up to date with the very latest 
The Midget now has 
synchromesh on second as well as on third and top gears, and a 
telescopic steering column. 

The -2-litre M.G. has proved so successful over a number of years 
that there is no need for any major alterations in its design. The 2.6- 
litre model, M.G.’s believe, will prove a “ vintage” car. I understand 
that statistics show that it has been commanding twenty-five per cent. 
of the 20-h.p. market.

Eager Volunteers in 
the War-time Services 


| OMEN'S response to the present situ- 
ation has been a matter for sincere

and down the country, the voluntary services 
by means of which. National Service in war- 
time can be carried out. by women have been 
swiftly and adequately “ manned.” | 

The uniformed services for women provide 
a wide and diverse scope and at the same time, 
for the really up-to-the-minute woman, the 
last word in fashionable attire. 

Women can join the Territorial Army as 
volunteer “ privates” or win for themselves 
commissioned rank. As privates they wear a 
khaki tunic and skirt, with a service cap which 
has a soft crown and is turned up at the back 
with a flap. Khaki stockings and brown shoes 
complete the outfit. A “Wren” officer wears 
a navy blue uniform trimmed with brass but- 
tons, and a tricorn admiral’s hat, trimmed with 
gold braid. Black shoes and stockings go with 
it. The W.R.A.F. volunteer's uniform is made 
of Air Force blue, and he~ cap has a soft crown 


and a shiny black peak. 


River Emergency Service 


One of the most popular services to-day is 
the R.E.S., which stands for River Emergency 
Service. The member of this wears an overall 
suit made in navy blue gaberdine, which zips 
up, and she thrusts her trousered legs into short 
gum-boots. Her cap has deep flaps to fasten 
well down over her ears. The women of the 
Civil Defence Volunteer Service wear a tweed 
coat, blue-green in colour, with soft felt hat to 
match. With these go blue-green overalls, with 
W.V.S. embroidered in red on the left side. 

Needless to say, there is already considerable 
rivalry among women in the services as to 
which uniform is the smartest and most be- 
coming. The women of the Auxiliary Fire 
Service claim that their ski-ing caps of navy 
blue gaberdine, which has pipings of scarlet 
round the crown, are the most becoming of 
all the women’s uniform headgear. These 
women wear navy blue suits with the A.FS. 
monogram embroidered in scarlet on the leit 
side of the tunic, and they may wear light- 
coloured stockings. 


Nursing and the Land Army 


Two of the most vital war-time services are 
nursing and the Land Army. The nurse's uni- 
form has always been one of the most attrac- 
tive that any woman can wear, because it de- 
notes the willingness and ability of its wearer 
to perform the greatest and most womanly of 
all tasks—the caring for the sick and injured, 
The Land Army woman worker in her buff 
breeches and stockings, her buff felt hat, and 
her green pull-over, carries on the vital task 
of contributing towards the maintenance of 
food supplies on the home front. She too has 
a key job to do, and if she has,strength, willing- 
ness, and a genuine love of country life, she 
will prove extremely useful. 

Many of the women who have this week 
organised and carried out the initial stages of 
their contribution to the nation’s supreme task 
served their apprenticeship for such service in 
the last war. oe 

The young woman war-worker in the last 
war learnt the routine of her duties. | And 
then as wife and mother a deeper knowledge 
of service and of human need has been brought 
to her. To-day she is unobtrusively slipp 3g — 
into jobs she used to do, and doing them with 
an added knowledge and experience. _ As the 
women and children who had been evacuatcd 


from London arrived, at the end of last week, 


at the clearing stations in the country districts 
to which they were sent, they were met by an 
efficient and fully prepared canteen system.

MUSHROOMS 


Now is the time for mushroom dishes, and many of the folks who are 
at present in the country can have them for the picking, if they have the 
energy to get up sufficiently early to be the first in the field. 

To grill: Pick out the large mushrooms; peel them and remove the 
stalks, reserving them for flavouring soups or stews. Cook under a hot 
grill hollow-side uppermost. Sprinkle with salt and a few drops of lemon 
juice; put a small knob of butter in each hollow and serve on rounds of 
hot buttered toast. 

Baked en casserole: Peel mushrooms and put in a casserole: sprinkle with 
salt, pepper, and lemon juice; add a few knobs of butter and a spoonful 


or two of top milk. Cover the casserole and bake in a moderate oven for 
about thirty minutes. 


For a change, use alternate layers of mushrooms and tomatoes. The 
latter should be skinned and sliced. 


Mushroom Sandwiches 


(1) Prepare mushrooms and either grill them or stew till tender, with 
a little butter and seasoning. Chop the mushrooms finely and spread on 
open bridge rolls, seasoning with salt, pepper, and a few drops of lemon 
juice. 

(2) Moisten the chopped mushrooms with a few spoonfuls of thick white 
sauce. When cold, spread on thin slices of bread and butter from which 
the crust has been removed and roll up. 

(3) For hot sandwiches: Spread the above mixture when cold between 
slices of bread and butter; cut into fingers and toast lightly on both sides. 


Mushrooms with Macaroni 


Put a layer of cooked macaroni into a greased fireproof dish; cover 
with a thick layer of peeled and sliced mushrooms; repeat the layers, 
seasoning each one, and finish off with macaroni. Pour over sufficient 
white sauce to cover and bake in a moderate oven for about forty minutes. 

This dish is equally good if a thick brown gravy is substituted for the 
white sauce, and spaghetti can. be used in place of macaroni if preferred. 

Another method: Prepare mushrooms and cook them in a well-flavoured 
thick sauce, to which a. little onion powder has been added, for about 
fifteen minutes. Arrange a border of cooked macaroni or spaghetti in 
a hot dish and pour the mushroom mixture in the centre, 


Mushroom Pudding 


Line a basin with short crust; fill up with prepared mushrooms; season 
with salt and pepper and a little lemon juice; add a couple of spoonfuls of 
water and a few knobs of butter or substitute; cover with pastry; twist 
a greased paper over the top and steam for two hours. 


Mushroom Croquettes 
Mushrooms, }-Ib. Thick white sauce, 1 gill. 
‘Cooked rice, 1 breakfastcupful. Salt and pepper. 
One egg. Grated onion, }-teaspoonful. 
- *. Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. Breadcrumbs. 
PEEL mushrooms and stew till tender; drain and chop. Put in a sauce- 
pan with the rice, parsley and onion, white sauce and egg-yolk, salt, and 
pepper; mix thoroughly and stir over a gentle heat till the mixture ts 
very hot. Spread on a plate till cold. Form into even-sized croquettes; 
brush with slightly-beaten white of egg; -oll in breadcrumbs and fry a 
golden brown in deep vegetable fat. 


JEWISH FEEDING PRAISED 
German Jew Who fought Adu terat‘on 


[From a Correspondent) 


A striking tribute to the excellence of Jewish diet is contained in a 
recent book, “ The Englishman's Food,” by J. C. Drummond, Professor 
of Bio-Chemistry, University College, London, and Anne Wilbraham. 
Referring to a survey of the health of Leeds school-children in 1902, 
the authors point out that whereas 50 per cent. of the Gentile children 
suffered from rickets and 60 per cent. from decayed teeth, Jewish 
chiidren suffered only to the extent of 7 per cent. and 25 per cent. 
respectively. 

“It is certain that this was due to better feeding, for it is a well- 
known fact that the Jews as a people take far more pains to give their 
children good food than do the English. For one thing, Jewish infants 
are nearly always breast-fed. Secondly, the Jews have a sense of good 


diving and even when poor will make almost any sacrifice to try to 


get wholesome food for their families. . 

“ Naturally fond of rather rich dishes, the diet of the working class 
Jews usually provides considerably more fat than that of the poor 
Gentile. This, as we have seen, is particularly important when there 
is any danger of rickets. 

“They are also lovers of fruit and will often spend money in this 
way when they can ill afford it. These facts undoubtedly explain the 
striking difference between the nutrition of the Jews and of the 
Gentiles in the same working-class districts.” _ 7 

Readers of this valuable book will also be interested to note that 
it was a German Jew, resident in England, named Accum, who 
exposed the terrible adulteration of food which was being carried on 
a century ago. Accum published a book, “ Treatise on the Adultera- 
tion of Food and Culinary Poisons,” which became a best-seller and 
caused a stir throughout the length and breadth of the land. In it he 
named instance after instance in which the public were being slowly 
poisoned or cheated. As an analytical chemist, he performed immense 
services to the cause of English dietary.

Travel Notes and News 


EMERGENCY REGULATIONS 
No Foreign Travel Without Permits 


The war has, of course, knocked the bottom out of the travel business. 
Nevertheless, it will be of interest to readers to know the present position. 
No person, whether British or otherwise, may leave this country for any 
place abroad—excluding the Isle of Wight, Isle of- Man, and other places 
within a short distance of the mainland—without an Exit Permit, which 
must be obtained from the Passport Control Office in Dartmouth Street, 
London, S.W., or at offices in certain big towns. 

That does not however mean to say that foreign travel has been stopped. 
Far from it. Britain is still mistress of the seas and intends to remain so. 
If a valid reason for travelling abroad is given—I can imagine many cases 
where a journey to one or other of the Dominions has to be undertaken 
in order to make arrangements for the import into this country of essential 
war stores—then the Permit will be granted. Refugees with arrangements 
made months ago for leaving for new countries of settlement would no 
doubt be dealt with favourably. 

A glance at the daily papers will show that, subject to the formula that 
“all vessels may call at any ports on or off the route and all sailings are 
subject to change or deviation with or without notice,” such lines as P. and 
O. and British India, New Zealand Line, Ellerman’s City and Hall Lines and 
the Ellerman-Bucknall Line, the Union Castle (which even gives the names 
of the vessels, but without the specific dates in the month of September), 
Royal Mail, Blue Star, and Bibby are continuing sailings. Neutral coun- 
tries’ Lines such as the United States Lines and the Holland America Line 
are in a position to give definite dates publicly. : 

My postbag these days contains mostly reminiscences (which cannot be 
printed owing to pressure on war-time space). Nevertheless, | must refer 
to one very happy missive that comes from a reader who spent his summer 
holiday on a cargo ship of the Moss Hutchison Line. The ports of call 
were Casablanca, Gibraltar, Malta, Alexandria, Cyprus, Tel-Aviv, Haifa, 
Beyrout, and Alexandretta.

B.U.FS WAR-TIME MESSAGE 
Insulting the British People 


“A JEW’S QUARREL” 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


The B.U.F. are in a ticklish position. Their sympathies may lie 
with Nazi Germany, but their actions must not be treasonable. Black- 
shirts are therefore asking: What are we to do? Are we, as National 
Socialists, at war with National Socialist Germany? 

To answer these and similar questions, B.U.F. headquarters have 
sent a memorandum to all districts. It alleges that the present war is 
no quarrel of the British people but a.quarrel of “ Jewish finance.” 
Nevertheless, Fascists are told to do any war service that the war 
may require of them. The advice given in the memorandum may 
be summarised in the following words: Lie low. Blackshirts must 
do nothing illegal or to the detriment of the country. But they are 
asked to remember the past words of their leader, Mosley, who has 
always advocated a free hand in Eastern Europe for Nazi Germany. 
All Blackshirts are reminded that they must be free to carry on their 
work for peace. (Some have interpreted this by stealthily disfiguring 
property with their flash-in-the-pan sign and the words “ Mosley ” 
and “ Peace.’’) 

The B.U.F. are not at present holding any public meetings, but 
plans are, I believe, being discussed to begin a “ Save Britain” propa- 
ganda campaign. The deliberate encouragement of anti-Semitism in 
districts where any opportunities may be found for accusing Jews of 
profiteering is likely to be an integral part of it. 


That the anti-Semites are determined to persist in their incitement 
against the Jews is.made clear by the fact that this week the British 
Traders’ Bureau, of Great Smith Street, S.W:1, were sti sending out 
circulars praising Mosley and attacking the “ Jews and aliens who are 
degrading our old national institutions.” 


B.U.F. PREMISES ATTACKED 


The newly-acquired premises of the B.U.F. in Seven Sisters Road, 
South Tottenham, were last week attacked by a group of young men, 
who pulled down the “ British Union ” facia and smashed the windows. 
A large number of people gathered, some of whom completed the 
smashing of the windows. The police arrived and dispersed the crowd. 

_ Later, after the windows had been boarded up, unknown persons 
chalked on the woodwork the words, “Fascism smashed”. and 
“ England for ever. Down with Hitler!”

Interviewed this week by the SunDay Duspatcu, Mr. Carroll 
described Hitler as a genius, and added: “He sees a black spot on 
the map and he says: ‘I am going to have that,’ and he takes it.” 

Sir Barry Domvile, former Chairman of “ The Link,” declared, 
in a statement to the DaiLy Matic: “ We tried to do our best to 
improve relations and understanding between the German and British 
people. Now we are at war, the King’s enemies are our enemies.” 

But Mr. Carroll told William Hickey, of the DaiLy Express: “* We 
had decided to close down. But it seems that we might be of national 
use, by a slight alteration. .. . | don't want to disclose what it is now. 
It might spoil the effect.” 

Mr. Vyvyan Adams, M.P., asked Sir John Anderson in the House 
‘of Commons last week what steps were being taken by the Govern- 
ment to deal with organisations such as “ The Link” and the Anglo- 


German Fellowship. Sir John Anderson replied that he understood 


that “ The Link” had gone into voluntary liquidation and that the 
Anglo-German Fellowship had entirely suspended its activities. He 
refused to answer without notice a question by Mr. Mander as to 
whether it was the case that some British members of “The Link ™ 
were being detained. Lieut.-Colonel Sir Thomas Moore (Conserva- 
tive, Ayr Burghs) then asked: “Is the right hon. gentleman aware 
that the members of these two organisations are as equally determined 
to defeat Hitlerism as anybody?”

Investments and Securities 


Satisfaction is expressed in financial circles with the manner in which 
general business is settling down under war conditions. It is realised 


~ that many preparations had been made in the event of war. There 


are still problems left to be arranged, but these are being dealt with 
as occasion arises. The London Stock Exchange has been reopened, 
but with reduced working hours. Official business ends at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, which is also the closing hour of business for the 
banks. All dealings in stocks and shares are for cash. The volume 
of trade coming along at present can be arranged during the restricted 
hours, but it certainly means pressure on staffs which — have been 
seriously reduced owing to the calls of the country for National Service. 
One very encouraging factor is the total absence of pessimism. Security 
values are on the whole very well maintained, with the trend towards 
a higher level for shipping, copper, tin, and certain rubber stocks and 
shares. Commodity shares are naturally followed very closely. Indus- 
trials seem to be wavering a little, as it is known that some of the 
larger organisations carrying substantial stocks will be heavily penalised 
by compulsory war risks insurance on goods.

THE ARTIST AND THE WORLD 
Is There No Room For Beauty ? 


We have lived through a strange and disturbing year, and are 
entering a worse. We have witnessed the subjugation of a democratic 
nation to an autocratic conqueror, the ever greater destruction of 
liberal ideas, the degradation of worthy individuals, and the plight 
of thousands of refugees. And now, following the Nazi naked agres- 
sion, the hot breath of war is scorching our cheeks. The civilised 
world is an uncomfortable and unhappy place. Yet the artist can 
create a world for himself and for all those who have the eyes to 
see and the heart and brain to understand, a world of harmony and 
joy. In England at the present time there is a great deal of talent. 
During the last year, there have been a number of large, mixed 
exhibitions (as well as one-man shows) which showed a very high 
standard, notably the Artists’ International Exhibition in Whitechapel. 

But where is it all leading to? Has there been a great number 
of sales? Have more and more people come to take these pictures 
or sculptures into their homes or commissioned these artists to 
decorate their town halls or public swimming-baths or cinemas, 
theatres, or restaurants? 


The artist does not flourish; either he must adapt himself to the 


limes and turn out a poster for a brand of beer o: he must teach 
three-quarters of his life, or he must do something entirely different, 
like being a civil servant or a bank manager, for his livelihood. All 
these young and promising artists—are they all in the long run to 
become rather unhappy misfits? : 

Provided he is allowed to live and work, the artist will be the 
world’s most willing servitor. But in these times it is particularly 
difficult for him. He is torn inwardly by the agonies and injustice 
around him; he is neglected or considered a luxury by the rest of 
the world. He is neither encouraged nor honoured. Yet, in spite 
of all this, he is impelled to continue to work. 


The Tragedy of Gertler 


- Here and there, hypersensitive people, who can no longer bear 
the almost intolerable burden of hate and destruction, who see no 
hope, prefer to put an end to their existence. One of these was 
the Jewish painter, Mark Gertler. His is a great loss. He loved 
order. And chaos engulfed him. He was not a great painter, but 
he was a good and honest artist, who said what he believed and let no 
man intimidate him. His work was often beautiful, and his pictures 
enrich the world with their glowing colour and their measured 
harmonies. 

Yes, the artist continues to work. . During the past year, we in 
England have seen a great many manifestations of the strength of 
that urge. Among Jews, Epstein has produced one of the finest 
pieces of sculpture he has ever done, Bernard Meninsky some of his 
loveliest pictures, Arthur Szyk his exquisitely illuminated Haggadah, 
and Edmond Kapp his first serious paintings. ; 

We have had the opportunity of Seeing the terrible and bitter 
“ Guernica” by Picasso, but we have also seen his later painting, 
full of renewed joy and life. There has been a remarkably fine 
exhibition of works by Dunoyer de Segonzac. We have had an 
interesting exhibition of Scottish. painting from the earliest times. 
There has been a representative display of Polish painting and various 
exhibitions of the works of refugee artists, notably the sculpture 
of Georg Ehrlich, that have added considerably to our knowledge 
and experience. But, in spite of all this activity and interest, I feel 
it is little in comparison with what it might be. Were not this menace 
of disintegration hanging over us, what richness, what beauty might 
we not produce! | 


The Divorce between Life and. Art 


Owing to the fact that it is increasingly - difficult for the mass of 
people io possess works of art, or even to give any time to seeing 
them, life and art become more and more divorced from each other. 
Art should be the natural manifestation of the people. In the 
time of the renaissance, art was everyone’s property, being the church’s. 
All took part in it, enjoyed it. It was the flower of people’s thoughts 
come to birth through the genius of an individual. It was part of 


meén’s lives. Only so can it flourish. There was room for all kinds. | 


The craftsman and the artist walked hand in hand. There was 
honour for the poet, renown for the painter, love for the musician. 
The artist appealed to men’s imaginations and stimulated their vitality. 
‘Now the artist struggles to exist at all. He is of little account. 

The balance, the equilibrium of life has become unhinged. Civil 
wars are fostered by other nations, people and harmless cattle are 
slaughtered by bombs and machine-guns in the market places, the 
hideous terror of persecution is abroad. Men and women in the 
lands of tyranny whisper behind locked doors, and brutality and cruelty 
are sanctioned. If the fortes of barbarism are not destroyed, it will 
be the beginning of the new Dark Ages. Will the human race still 
retain its sanity to honour our artists and regain our humanity?

THE YEAR’S SPORT 


A JEWISH TEST CRICKETER 
First Woman Pilot in Civil Air Guard 


Jewish youth in the Metropolis and in most of the large provincial 
towns have continued to take a very keen interest in outdoor sports 
and indoor recreations (writes our sports representative). During the 
year, in London particularly, there has been more enthusiasm among 
the various affiliated clubs of the Association for Jewish Youth than 
im previous years, and the same enthusiasm has been noticed in that 
other great sports movement, Maccabi. 

I have been present at many of the swimming galas and athletic 
meetings of the A.J.Y., and Maccabi,.and I would say that not only 
our Jewish youth but also the whole Jewish Community have largely 
to thank these two sports organisations for the facilities afforded for 
the physical development of our young people. The Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade is another great movement which has done, and continues 
to do, very valuable work in a similar direction. In addition to helping 
its hundreds of boys to become worthy citizens of this country and 
respected members of the community, the J.L.B. provides opportunities 
for cricket, football, swimming, boxing, and physical training. 

Controlling as it does the sports and recreational activities of most 
of the affiliated old boys’ and boys’ and girls’ clubs in the Metropolis, 
as well as the schools sections, the Association for Jewish Youth ts 
undoubtedly performing a work of national importance. In addition 
to all the usual sport facilities, a new feature during the year was the 
formation of rowing sections. 


The London Maccabi 


London Maccabi has had a successful year in most of its sections. 
Its headquarters at Maccabi House, West Hampstead, have been well 
patronised by a very large membership. Its dramatic section has 
performed many plays, and there is no doubt that some real talent, 
from the dramatic point of view, has been discovered. Maccabi's 
outstanding success has been its swimming section, the members of 
which have been trained under the supervision of Dr. W. W. Meisl. 
Many famous Jewish swimmers from Europe, banished from their 
own countries, have become valued members of Maccabi, and it is 
largely due to their advent that London Maccabi stands to-day high 
in the swimming and water-polo circles in the Metropolis. Its water- 
polo team has been promoted from the fourth division of the London 
Water-Polo League to the first division in the record time of three 
seasons. 

Spreading its wings over the Provinces, the Northern Maccabi 
Council is a body that has been particularly active in organising sports 
functions among Maccabi branches in North and North-East 
England. A very successful swimming gala was held at Hull, and the 
championship shield was won by the Glasgow Branch. 

Although this review of the year’s sports is primarily for Anglo- 
Jewry, 1 cannot help but refer to a great cricket personality among 
our Jewish youth in South Africa, whose s 
success during the year brought honour to the ; 
Jewish name. For years it was hoped that 
one day one of our coreligionists would be 
included in a Test cricket team. That hope 
has now been realised. Last winter, when 
the English M.C.C. team toured South 
Africa, there was a dearth of bowlers among 
South African cricketers. Choice fell upon 
Norman Gordon, a Jewish youth, born in the 
Transvaal. His good record in school cricket 
caught the eye of the South African selectors, 
and he was invited to play in the team against 
the M.C.C. At the time,. local sportsmen 
thought that his selection was something of a 


history, and he became the South African 
national cricket idol. He was heralded as 
the finest bowler South Africa had produced 
in recent years. In the first Test, when the South African bowling had

reached a stagnant stage, it was Gordon who came to the rescue. A 


correspondent, writing to us at the time, stated: “ Wally Hammond 
and his men could take no risks with this black-haired youngster. 
Every time Melville, the plucky Springbok captain, tossed the ball to 
Gordon, the crowd shouted with joy. South Africa looked to Gordon 


‘with hope, and the critics rubbed their chins and smiled.” Gordon 


was the first choice for the Capetown Test. He took seven of the 
best M.C.C. wickets, a feat that no other bowler in the team had done. 
In the second Test, he tied down the great Hutton, and eventually 
bowled him, and secured four other wickets. In the Durban Test, he 
bowled both Hutton and Hammond, and continued his good work in 
the remaining Tests. It is believed that Gordon will be a certainty for 
the 1940 South African tour in England. 

The Yorkers—the premier Anglo-Jewish cricket team—have again 
had a very successful season, in spite of the wet weather. They have 
met and defeated some first-class non-Jewish amateur teams. 
Members of the Yorkers team have frequently scored centuries, and 
their bowling and fielding have been up to their usual high standard. 

There has been a revival of interest in football during the year, 
especially among the senior clubs of the A.J.Y. One or two new clubs 
have been formed in the Provinces. Alfred Ansell, a former member 
of the Brady Boys’ Club, is a fine footballer. He played for many 
leading amateur London teams. James Woolf, of South Africa, was 


— signed on by Southampton and played in several matches for the club, 


Leslie Goldberg, of Leeds, justified his selection as a member of the 


Leeds United Club jn the First Division of the Football League. He 


played at back in several matches. 
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Jews all over the country continued to take a keen interest in the 
ancient game of golf. The principal Jewish clubs—the Potters Bar 
and Woodlands, of London; the Moor Allerton, of Leeds; and the 
Whitefield, of Manchester, held many competitions, and from reports 
received the standard of play has been exceptionally good. Mr. IL. L. 
Cohen, Glasgow Jewry’s “star” golfer, was the winner of several 
trophies. On one occasion the members of the Potters Bar Club

which has a membership of sixty, had a very successful season. 

In the realm of athletics, the Grafton Club continued to interest a 
number of East End Jews in cross-country running. Many of its 
members took part in competitions organised by the London and 
Amateur Athletic Associations. 

George Brunel Cohen, son of Major J. Brunel Cohen, did extremely 
well for Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in athletics, Rugby, and other sports. 
Harold Alexander, of Broughton Park, Manchester, played on several 
occasions for Manchester University Athletic Club. He is a keen 
golfer, and is a member of the Whitefield Club, Manchester. Bernard 
Novis, a medical student, of Trinity College, Dublin, an all-round 
sportsman, represented his college as a boxer against other universities.

TWELVE MONTHS OF BOXING 
A Disappointing Year 
THE ‘*‘ OLD GUARD” CARRIES ON 


“(By our Boxing Correspondent] 


The “noble art” retains its honourable designation despite the 
knockers and detractors in book, film, and newspaper, the last con- 
tributed by sensational sports writers. It is true that on the fringe of 
the sport there are hangers-on and small-time managers who are an 
unhealthy influence on the game, who add nothing to it and are only 
in it because of what they can get out of it. They are the cause of 
the abuses of which boxing is accused and which the B.B.B.C. and 
the National Boxing Association are strenuously attempting to cure. 
At rock bottom, however, the sport is sound and does not deserve this 
damaging publicity, which may, in some measure, account for the lack 
of new blood, both Jewish and non-Jewish. 

The old guard is still there, holding the fort valiantly, but, as I have 
stated in these reviews for the past few years, there is a sad lack of 
new Jewish talent in the “ pro.” and amateur ranks, and the past year 
has seen little change in this state of affairs. Of the Jews in the 
professional ranks, nearly all have lost caste and are slowly slipping 
down the ladder; only a few have maintained their position. 

Eric Boon, British light-weight champion, a non-Jew himself, has a 
great many Jewish followers who have been admirers of his from the 
early days of his boxing career at the Devonshire Club. In an inter- 
view with me, after winning the title, he paid a handsome tribute to 
Mr. Jack Solomons, his manager, Nat Seller, his trainer, and all his 
Jewish supporters. He had a special word of praise for his close friend 
Harry Silver, whom he called “ Herschel.” 

Of the heavier weight Jewish boxers, Jack Hyams had a disappoint- 
ing year. He-commenced with a defeat against Ben Valentine when 
he had the rare experience of being down for eight. Later he lost his 
Southern Area middle title to George Davis, a verdict with which 
I did not agree. Later he lost his cruiser title to Eddie Maguire, after 
having previously defeated him in a non-title contest. There is yet 
plenty of good fight left in Hyams, and when the time comes for him 
to hang up the gloves for good, he will prove to be an asset to the 
sport in whatever capacity he cares to follow it. 


Former A.B.A. Champion 


Maurice Dennis, former A.B.A. middle-weight champion, has, since 
joining the professionals, run up a string of victories and, to date, 
remains undefeated. He packs a sleeping draught in that punch of 
his, for he has made a habit of quick finishes, few of his contests 
having gone beyond three or four rounds. The coming year should 
see him opposed to stiffer opposition. Nat Franks merits the applause 
of all followers because of his persistency. Despite the numerous 
accidents which have fallen his way, the lure of the ring has proved 
too strong for him. He has miet with many defeats in the course of 
the year, yet he deserves watching. He is a value-for-money fighter. 

Harry Mizler, now a welter title aspirant, disappointed all his 
admirers. He was considered fortunate to be awarded the verdict 
over Norman Snow; had a narrow victory over George Odwell; lost 
to Harry Craster; defeated an unknown substitute in Rex Whitney: 
and surprised his followers when he lost to a Continental, Hans 
Drescher. A return was arranged for the following week, which 
resulted in a draw, a verdict which did not do justice to Mizler. He 
followed this with a-victory over Bert Chambers, and matches with 
Ernie Roderick and Arthur Danahar were in view for him, but it is 
doubtful if these will now materialise. 

Jack “Kid” Berg suffered a few defeats on his latest U-S. trip, 
He certainly 
continues to uphold the prestige of British boxing in that country, 
where his wholehearted, tearaway, never-say-die brand of fighting 
gains for him a host of admirers. He has returned to this country and 
intends to start a search for a British heavy-weight “ white hope.” 


Benny Caplan’s Misfortune 
The holder of the Southern Area title, Benny Caplan, missed his 


greatest chance of the British and Empire feather titles when he was 


narrowly outpointed by Spider /Kelly in a fast and furious bout. In 
a return with Kelly in a non-title affair, he was again outpointed. 
Caplan then made a disastrous venture into the. lightweights, when 
he was k.o. in the second by Ronnie James. He recovered from this, 
however, when he outpointed Len Wickwar, a victory that entitled 
him to be regarded as the Southern Area light-weight title contender. 
Dave Finn still provides honest, wholehearted fighting. His best 
achievements were to outpoint Ronnie James, British light-weight 
contender, only to lose in a return in the seventh, the referee inter- 
vening. He also did well to go the distance, although ovtpointed, with 
Arthur Danahar, a boxer who was expected to defeat all opposition 
and to go on to win a world’s title. 

Alf James had his career halted by a cut eye, but should soon be 
seen in action again. Hirsch Demsitz, of Denmark, has made several 
appearances at the Devonshire Club, where he made a good impression. 
Jackie Hurst, of whom great things were expected, was a great dis- 
appointment. The year saw him too often on the losing side. He 
has speed and skill, and looks good, but lacks a devastating punch or 
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the ability to force the fighting. Harry “ Kid” Silver made a trip to 
the States, where he impressed the hard-boiled fans with a victory 
over Jimmy Cogman. He had several victories to his credit when he 
returned here, but lost to Garry Roche and Frank Kenny, feather 
champion of Scotland. After running up a string of victories over 
twelve months, Harry Lazar met with a surprising defeat at the hands 
of Douglas Bygrave, and Dave Keller, Southern Area fly-weight 
champion, met ex-world champion Jackie Brown in a terrific fight in 
which the former was defeated, the referee intervening in the third 
after Keller had taken heavy punishment. He then met with 
ignominious defeat by a k.o. in three rounds by Les Johnson. He 
does not appear to have fought since and has apparently given up 
the game. 

The leading Jewish amateur was C. Fletcher, “ Poly ” and Maccabi, 
who won a bantam divisional championship, represented “Poly” in 
Holland, and defeated several first-rate men. Of the four Jews in the 
A.B.A. finals, he did the best, reaching the semi-finals. He showed 
superb judgment, skill, and punching power in defeating two first- 
class opponents, and then lost to R. Watson, the ultimate champion. 
S. Kirsch, “ Poly ” and British Thomson Houston, won the final of the 
Business Houses fly-weight championship, was divisional champion 
for the third year, and represented Britain in the European champion- 
ships in Dublin. He was defeated in the A:B.A by his old obstacle, 
Arthur Russell. Two interesting visitors were A. Hack and H, Symons, 
of South Africa, both of whom were defeated in the amateur finals. 
Both appeared to be first-class performers, but were unaccustomed to 
their surroundings. 


J.L.B.’s Fine Record Continued 


The Jewish Lads’ Brigade maintained its remarkable record in the 
Edward Prince of Wales Shield, which this year was won by 
Manchester. A member of Maccabi, H. Lynn, was successful in 
winning an open novices competition, stopping all four opponents 
inside the distance. 

The suggestion of a Maccabi centre for East London was warmly 
approved ‘on all sides, and when it becomes an established fact it 
is likely that the boxing section, which, of course, it will include, will 
encourage local Jewish amateur talent. 

A word of warning to those organising programmes on behalf of 
charity. They have been a great source of income to charities, but 
they will no longer be so if lack of organisation and management 
kills the goose that lays the golden eggs. Patrons will kecp away from 
charity tournaments if they do not end at a reasonable hour. I have 
known the last bout come on at 12.30. Long-winded' speeches and 
long drawn-out auctions and appeals are not what boxing fans attend 
tournaments for. 


CLUBS 
JEWISH YOUTH MOVEMENT 


A Purposeful Year 
WAR HALTS PLANS FOR FUTURE 


[From our. Correspondent} 


Arrangements for the defence of our country have caused the 
Jewiush youth movement to halt im its traces. It has, in common with ail 
similar movements, been hit as badly as any department of civil 
life, and possibly worse than most. Practically the whole of its 
personnel and membership are im one or other of the military and 
national service age groups, and the nightly ~ black-out ~ covers the 
maim period of the day im which the clubs forgather. 

The importance of the youth movements in the iife of the country 
has been emphasised too often to require reiteration now; and the 
Jewish youth movement has always played 2 prominent part. It 
is, therefore, unportant that, in spite of adverse conditions, the rnove- 
ment must carry on to the best of its ability. We cannot afford only 
to leok to the present or the immediate future; the long view of things 
must be taken. If we cannot continue for the present along the 
clearly-defined roads that the Jewish movement was taking, we can 
at beast make 2 mecca. so that when hostilities cease we return to the 
spot where we kit off. 

Complete instructions for the youth movements will, 1 understand, 
be issucd very soon, and until then we can make no real plans for 
the future. Meanwhile, I give here an outline of what has occurred 
im the various Jewish youth movements during the past year. 1 uncer- 
stand that the National Fitness Council (referred to tater) has 
suspended ifs activites. 

Far and away the most oulstanding feature of the Jewish Youth 
Mowement of Great Britain during. the year has been the tenacious 
manner im which the issues of the previous year have continued to 
‘call for attention. One cannot readily forge: 1936-7. when large 
sections of Jewish youth were absorbed in trying to solve the prodiem 
of ~ Whither Jewish Youth?”

However, in spite of its alleged shortcomings, 
the Youth Fund has been largely responsible for the truly magnificent 
manner in which the Jewish boys’ and girls’ clubs have been treated 
during the past year.

m of the mixed, over nineteen, Jewish clubs and societies wea the cryfig 
need for better premises. Believing that there was little or no place for 
them in the A.J.Y., that it was only suitable for boys’ and girls’ clube, 
three A.J.Y. mixed clubs——Harmony, Devonshire, and Cambrian applied 
for affiliation to the British Maccabi Association. The Cambrian went 
further and resigned its membership of the A.J_Y. The position of the two 
other clubs in being affiliated to the A.J.Y. and the Maccabi at the same 
time will not, in my opinion, be allowed to remain. Eventually, it will have 
to be one association or the other. 


Revolutionary Changes 


Now these changes may well be described as revolutionary, and one does 
not have to seck far for the causes, which were practically tne sanie in all 
three cases. The very life-blood of these clubs depended on the facilities 
they were able to offer their members, and for some time they had been 
secking support to obtaim new premises in order to be able to offer 
these facilities [hey temamed in the Association as useful members, 
under the impression that although the A.J.Y. would like to help, it did 
not possess the power. However, the change in attitude came when these 


' Clubs saw that the junior clubs inside their Association, which body had 


the power to place schemes before the Youth Fund, were getting assistance 
while they were getting nothing. Then, acting on the belief that if they 
had nothing to gaim by making a change they certainly had nothing to 
lose, they sought new sources of inspiration, and then Britich Maccabi 
Association began to figure in the negetiations 
British Maccabi has been hit as badly by the national emergency as 
any section of Jewish youth. This newest of all national Jewish youth 
bodies was just beginning to forge ahead. Premises had already heen 
obtained for an East London Maccabi, and the Cambrian Club would have 
been its backbone. North London was aleo being negotiated. Muscular 
Judaism” was becoming a live inswe in both districts 
lo many people who saw for the first time a determined effort to piace 
the mixed Jewish clubs on a solid foundation the necewary but regrettable 
suspension of Maccahi negotiations in North and Fast London had been 
a bitter blow.
